Ihe Fictions: of the Poets in all Appearance have the ſame Foundation. They imi- 
tated the ſurprizing Relations of Moſes, and perhaps without: knowing that they did ſo. 
Some others before them might have taken the Pattern, and called it their own. Frag- 

ments and obſcure Delineations might come to the Hands of Poſterity, which ſerved them 
for a beautiful Deſcription. If Virgsl's Pollio was taken from the Sybils Propheſy, that 
very Propheſy might be taken from Iſaiah. The Jeſuit hath doubtleſs ſtrained a Point, 
when he interprets Jam redit & Virgo - of the Virgin Mary. The Author's deſigning 
Aftrea is ſo plain it can't be queſtioned : And how can returning be applied to the other, 


Ovid ſpeaks plain. He gives us the Hiſtory of the Creation in the Beginning of his 
Met amorp hoſis, as he would have done if Gengſis had lain before him. He deſeribes the 
rude Chaos and jarring Elements, and makes the Order into which they were brought, the 
Work of. God. After the Beaſts, Birds, and Fiſh, Man is made, with Dominion 9 
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the Creatures, which he repeats as Moſes hath done, and explains the Image in which Mar 
was made; by che Dominion given him at his Creation.” © Et I 
dW in effigiem moderantum-cuntta Deum. 
He knew, either from the ſacred Page, or from Dint of. Reaſoning, that the Likeneſs 
of the Deity in which Man was made, could be interpreted only of his Dominion: Of 
that Dominion which the whole Race of Man had over the Brutes ; and the Dominion 
one Man had over another, that is the governing Man, to take the Life of him that forfeited it. 
He could not otherwiſe have ſeen a Likeneſs of Infinite to Finite, of Perfection to Imperfection. 


He deſcribes the State of Paradiſe by the Golden Age, and makes the Corruptions of 
Mankind produce a general Deluge. The Species is reduced to a ſolitary Couple, from 
whom it is reſtored by a Conceit of his own.

4 The County is to be conſidered both in its 
natural and civil State; the Earth and its In- 
habitants. Its Air is temperate, neither bleak 
by coming over vaſt dry Plains, nor ſtagnating 
from too many Woods. The Situation is In- 
land; having Eſſex on the Eaft, Cambridgeſhire 
on the North, Bedfordſhire and Bucks on the 
Weſt; and Middleſex on the South. The Soil 
is none of the fruitfulleſt ; and it is meerly ow- 
ing to the Sagacity and Induſtry of the Hus- 
bandman, that the Product of the Land is 
equal to that of a better Staple. Rich Mea- 
dos are ſeldom found here, which commonly 
lie by the Side of large Rivers this County 
doth not afford.

The Top, 
which is abour Twenty Yards wide, is in the 
Middle concave, with Four Entrances at the 
Cardinal Points. I am aware that ſome make 
no more of this, rhan a Windmill-Hill. Let 
them account for the Oaks of longer ſtanding 
than the frequent Uſe of Windmills, eſpecially 
where Watermills are not wanting: For the 
broad and deep Foſſe; for the Want of a Way

or Shops. Some, perhaps, have taken up their 


Habitation upon a Road, as a greater Security 
againſt Robbers ; others for Neighbourhood 
and Converſation, ſince it has been the Practice 
of the Citizens to ſpend the Sammer in the 
Country. This is in the Hundred of Ferrford 
at preſent, but in the Confeſſor's Time, and at 
the Conqueror's Survey, in Braughing. 7 
Here it is valued at 70 5. Annum. Tt 
might be named from Oddo, or Otto, ſome Daniſb 
Commander, whoſe Tumulus was here. This 
was a Name of great Repute amongſt that 
People, as appears from the Writings of Saxo 
Gramaticus. It might be from Woods-Down ;

A ſmall. Part of the Manor, according to 
that Record, once belonged to Stanſted, poſ- 


ſeſſed by Aluinus Godtone, who had the Liberty 
of ſelling it. Ralph Talgeboſch, who had. the 
Manor, took it from Stanſted, and laid it to this. 
Anno 6 Eadw. I. Stephen de Baſſingbourn claim- 
ed Free-Warren, and other Privileges here, and 
they were allowed him by the-- Juſtices Itine- 
rants. Then it was called Hodeſdon, in the 
Hundred of Hertford. Stephen was probably 
Son, or Deſcendant of Sir Marine de Baſſingbourn, 
who was a great Man in the Barons Wars. 
He took the King's Side at the Battle of Eve- 
. ſham, in the 49th of Henry III. and was 


rewarded with the Eſtates of ſome of the Ene- 


my, ſlain in that Fight, under the Earl of Lei- 
ceſter. He had the Manor of Harts-hill in War- 
wickſbire given him, which had belonged to Ro- 
bert de Hardredeſball, And the Lands there of 
Thomas de Aſtley in Aſtley, Weunton, Willeby, and 
Copſton ; Lilborn and Creek in Northamptonſhire ; 
Broughton, Cotes, and , Heckam-in: Leiceſterſhire. 
Theſe of Thomas de Aſtley's of themſelves 
amounted to 151 J. 165. 11 4. per Ann. Which, 
as Money in thoſe Days was, came to a great 
Rent. He had Leave given him to for- 
tify his Houſe at Baſingbourn, in Cambridgeſbire;

It may be too much a Digreſſion to ſay more 
of the Family of Aſtley, who have no other Re- 
lation to this County, than their being ſucceed-

ed by Marine de Baſſingbourne. Let the Antiquity 
of it, and the Proweſs of one deſcended from 
them ſome Ages after, make it an agreeable 
Proſpect, even to the moſt haſty Reader. 
Dagdale, in Warwickſhire, obſerves, Philip de 
Eftley, was certified to hold 3 Knights Fees, of 
William Earl of Warwick, in the 12th of Hen. II. 
of which his Grandfather was enfeoffed in Heu- 
ry I's Time. Thomas, {lain at the Battle of 
Eveſham, was a Baron, and ſummoned to Par- 
liament. Of this Race was John de Aſtley, who, 
1438, maintained a Duel on Horſeback, ar 
Paris, againſt Peter de Maſſey, in the Preſence of 
Charles VII. King of France. He pierced Maſſeys 
Head with his Spear, and - preſented his own 
Lady afterwards with Maſſey's Helmet, as it was 
agreed on Articles before-hand, if he came off 
Victor. Another Encounter he had three Years 
after at Smithfield, before King Henry VI. with 
Sir Philip Boyle, an Arragonian Knight, who, by 
his Maſter's Order, had travelled France thro? 
to meet wich an Antagoniſt; and here he found 
one that worſted him. This was performed on 


Foot with Battle-Axes, Spears, Swords and 


Daggers. He was knighted, and afterwards 
elected of the Order of the Garter. Here was 


ſheer fighting for fighting ſake. Some in that 
Age faſted away their Lives, and were Mar- 
tyrs to voluntary Mortifications. Some ſpent 


their Blood in delivering the holy Sepulchre 


from the Poſſeſſion of Infideis. Some again in 


Civil Wars, clap'd on the Back by ſome great 
Man, that had a Fortune to raiſe, or had loſt 
one. Little had the Under-pullers generally to 
do in the Quarrel.

Biſhop of Exeter, who then reſigned the Trea- 
ſurerſhip, he had the Office a third Time; and 


in the firſt of Edw. III. was again Chief Baron; 


which is more than can be faid of any Man 
before or ſince. * by 

Simon, the Son of Imbert, held this Manor 
of Edw. III. in the goth Year of his Reign, 
by the fourth Part of a Knight's Fee. 

The next is Henry Stafford, Duke of Bucking« 
ham, to whom Richard II. gave Livery of the 
Court of Hertford, with the View of Hoddeſdon, 
and all the Lands he inherited from Humphrey 
de Bohun, Earl of Hertford, and Conſtable of 
England. He was in a little Time found in 
Arms for Henry Earl of Richmond, made Priſo- 
ner, and beheaded at Salisbury, without Form 
of Tryal.. It's ſaid he repented of the Hand he 


had in ſetting up Richard, by the Murder of his 


Nephews, and went about to make honourable 
Amends. N 
The next Poſſeſſor known, is Sir William Say, 
in Henry VIT's Time, who had only two Daugh. 
ters, Elizabeth married fo William Lord Montjoy, 
and Mary to Henry Bourchier, Earl of 72 
Upon theſe he ſettled his Manors of Baſe, Hod- 
deſdon- bury, Sabisford, Mauch Mondon, Little Mon- 
don, with the Advowſon of the Churches of 
the two laſt, the Manors of Bedwell, Berkamſted, 
and Benington. King Henry VIII. by Charter, 
ranted to the Earl of Eſſex, and his Lady, a 
Market on Thurſdays at Hoddeſdon, and a Fair 
to hold three Days. There was, in Queen Eli. 
zabeth's Time, ſome Diſpute between the Bailiff 
of Hertford, and the Bailiff of Hoddeſdon, about 
the interfering of their Markets. Hertford had 
Thurſdays and Saturdays appointed them by the 
Chancellor and Council of the Dutchy of Lan- 
caſter. And Hoddeſdon had their Thurſday con- 
ficmed : But the Neighbourhood of Hertford 
and Ware Markets, tho* neither of them be now 
of Thurſday, hath ſtarved the Market here. 
The Earl of Eſſex had, by his Lady Mary, 
one only Daughter, Aune, married to Sir Wil. 
liam Parre, Lord Parre of Kendall. The Lord 
Parre levied a Fine, ſettled the Eſtate on his 
Lady, and the Heirs of her Body, the Remain- 
der to the King in Fee. This bears Date 3 


of Henry VIII. The very next Year the Chil-

In Queen 
Elizabeth's Time the Manor was granted to

In this Place are the Remains of a Chapel, 
built for the Benefit of the Inhabitants of both 


Pariſhes. The Vicars of Amwell and Broxbarn

By the 
London Regiſtry it appears the Vicar of Brom- 
born hath been inſtituted to it, together with 
the Pariſh Church. Amwell, on the other Hand, 
pleads Preſcription, as Founders Kinſwoman,

Tie Manor of Bas k, or Baas,

They diſtinguiſh it 
from Stanſted Abbot by the Addition of Thele, 
and call it now, by a farther Corruption, Stan- 
fted Dele. Some will have it to be La Vielle, or 
Old Stanſted. Norden reckons that to be the 
Corruption from Vielle to Jhele. When we are 
upon the Point of Corruption, I would propoſe 
one Conjecture more; That Thele is from the 
Lea or Le upon which it ſtands. Stanſted Abbor, 
in the Time of Henry I. was poſſeſſed by Roger 
ae Wauncy, who gave that Church to the Prio- 
ry of Merton. Michael de Wauncy his 8on, to 
whom the Manor came at his Father's Death, 
ſold a Moiety of it to. King Henry II. which 
was given by that King to Waltham. Abbey; and 
His own Moiety he gave to the ſaid Abbey. In 
King Richard's Confirmation of this, which was 
in the Year 1198, tis called the Moiety of the 
Vill of Stanſted, and Briage of Thele, which, not 
without Probability, may mean the Bridge over 
tho Lea; and ſo it may, be Stanſted on the

In the Sixth of Edward I. this Manor was the 
Demeſne Lands of John Lovetoft, who claimed 
Free Warren here. His Son Roger ſucceeded 
him. The next Poſſeſſor known, was Thomas 
Eugaine, who married Catherine, Daughter to 
the Earl of Devon. This Eagaine may proba- 
bly be falſe written for Exgaine. The Name 
of Engaine was well known after the Conqueſt, 
from the Conqueror's Enginier, Who was call- 
ed John or Thomas de Ingeniis. From him are 
ſeveral Places named, which were granted to 
him, and in old Writings are 4 Exgaines, now 
by Uſe called Gaines: One of which is in 
Huntingdonſbire, another in Cambrideſbire. 

The next is commonly reckoned John de 
Galdington, by Marriage 
Siſter, in the Time of Edward. III. But this 
Account mult fall: For, by the Biſhop of Lan- 
don's Regiſtry, it appears, one William de Gol- 
dington, Knight, was Lord of this Vill, and Pa- 
tron of the Church in the Reign of Edw. II. 
This William, finding the Church here impo- 
veriſhed in its Ty thes, Oblations, and other 
Rights, by the Removal of its chief Inhabitants 
to other Places (probably to Ware) ard not 
fit for the Maintenance of a Rector, founded 
a College here.

Succeſſors. This was ratified by Robert de Vere, 
Earl of Oxford ; and after by Gubert de Segrave 
Biſhop of London, 1613, reſerving to himſelf 
the Power of ordaining a Vicar at Aldeham. 


Becauſe Thele could not maintain a Vicar, he 


appointed the Cuſtos and his Succeflors to ſerve

Aldeham, to which one of the Chaplains was 
to be preferred: But dying before he had 
compleated this Settlement, it was made good 
by the next Biſhop, Newport, by the Dean and 
Chapter of St. Paul's, and by Walter Reynald, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, as Metropolitan, 
1321.

The Preamble to this, methinks, might have 
been ſpared: Becauſe there was not a Main- 
tenance for a Vicar, there muſt be a Caſto 
and four Chaplains. Many a Good Reaſon, 
inftead of a True One, uſhers ia what a Man 
has a mind to do; So we find Manors taken 
from the Biſhops of London and Oxford, and 
Impropriations of far leſs Value granted ia their 
Room; becauſe Tythes were really fitteſt for 
the Church. | SO: 

Sir William' had a mind to monopolize the 
Devotions of the Place, and ſubſticute the Cure 


of the Dead for the Cure of the Living. 


A lirtle more than a hundred Years after, 
the. Faſhion altered again; and from the Neg. 


lect of this College, from the ill Management of

The Reaſon that brought about this Revo-

College, and to anſwer the Intention of the 
Founder. The Founder had appointed Secu- 
lars; but fo ſecure were the preſent Age it 
he had lived to their Time, he would have 
been in their Faſhion, that there was no Scru- 


le to alter his original Inſtitution, and rob 
Peter to pay Paal. The Avarice of theſe mo- 
nopolizing Regulars, by reverſing Donations, 
and appropriating the Revenues of the Paro- 


thial Altars to their (I may call it) private Uſe, 
ſhewed the Way to their own Downfall. For, 
beſides their immenſe Wealth that expoſed them 
to Envy, the Invaſions they had made upon 
the Intention of former Founders, ſo ſolemnly 
declared, and fo fortified with Curſes, were a 
Handle for ſucceeding Times to blame and 
diſpoſſeſs them. 15 84 

Upon the Diſſolution, Henry VIII. conveyed 
this Manor to Edward Baeſh, Eſq; (who is alſo 
to be found in Stanſted Abbot,) from him it came 
to his youngeſt Son William. This Rectory, it 
appears, belonged, in the Beginning of the Se- 
venteenth Century, to Matthew Lacy of Leiceſter- 
ſhire His Wife's Epitaph ſhews it. His Heirs,

With her he 
had Baldmyn's Eſtate, the Wardſhip of the Heir, 
the Lands of ſeveral Barons, and was a kind of 
Plenipotentiary to receive thoſe into the King's 
Favour, that had fortcited it by their Re-

This is from the Relation of Matthew Paris ; 
as alſo, that the King granted him the Caſtle 


with other Mens Poſſeſſions, and even with 
a. Church, to carry on his Works. Such was 


his Invaſion of Peoples Property, that in the 


next Reign he was called to Account for it 
before the Juſtices Itinerant, Martin de Paſchal 
and others, who fined him a good Sum of Mo- 
ney. But, having been a Man of Power and 
Credit, he could nor ſubmit to be taught to do 


Right, but ſent a Detachment to bring the 


Judges Prifoners to his Caſtle. They made 


their Eſcape, except Henry de Braybroke, who was 
brought to Bedford, and made to feel the Re- 
ſentment of an inſolent Commander. 
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EKiog Henry, on the other Side, and his No- 
bility, being met in Council at Vorthampton, in 
order to the Relief of Poiou, ordered the Ca- 
ſtle of Bedford to be inveſted. After two 
Months Siege, it Was taken by Storm, and 
William de Brent, Brother of Foulke the Gover- 
nor, with ſome of.the Chief of the Garriſon,' 
were hanged. This fo far wrought upon the 
haughty Spirit of Foalke, that he ſolicited the 


Dauphin of France, who had once before made. 
a Deſcent upon England in the Reign of King 


John, to a ſecond. Invaſion. The King, upon 
this, ſeized all Foulte's Eftate; yet, hardy as 
he was, he went to Bedford, threw himſelf at 
the King's Feet, and pleaded for Mercy, upon 
the, Score. of his good Services to himſelf, and 
the King his Father. This Affront to the King's 
Judges, in the Execution of their Office, and 
the holding out the Caſtle of Bedford, by a Man 
whoſe Merit was chaſtizing the rebellious Ba- 
rons, was ſuch an Offence, as one could ſcarce 


hope for the Pardon of: Appearing too in 


Perſon, under 'the flagrant Guilt of procuring a

In this 
State of War, for it cou'd be no other, one 
Side might get the better by Stratagem or 
Force.

Ia the ma ia, after Chriſtianity was received here, 
there was a good Underſtanding kept up between 
the Biſhops of the different Kingdoms. They met 
together in the Council of great Men ſummoned 
by their Kings, and tranſacted Church Affairs 
tor their different Dioceſes.

That neither Biſhops, nor others of the Clergy, 
being Strangers, ſhou'd deſire more than the 
Benefit of Hoſpitality : And laſtly, That as the 
Number of Chriſtians, increaſed, more Biſhops 
ſhou'd be conſecrated. | 2 
The Monks were forbid to remove from one 
Houſe to another, without their Abbot's Leave. 
None of the Clergy were to leave their Dioce- 
ſin, nor be received elſewhere without Tefti- 
monials from him; and if ſuch Perſon did not 
return upon Sammons, both he and the Recet- 
ver of him were liable to Excommunication. 
It Was forbidden to ſolemnize inceſtuous Marria. 
— None muſt marry within the prohibited 
egrees. None cou'd forſake his Wife but for 
Fornication. © Nor cou'd he, if lawfully ſepa: 
rated, have another, but remain ſingle, or be 
conciled: to his own. For this we have the

Nothing elſe is recorded of this Town till 
Alfred's Reign." About whofe Time the King- 
dom was fibdivided into leſſer Diſtricts, than 
it had been before. © The Diviſion of it into 
Counties or Shires, the latret of which is ne 
more than a Saο Word for Partition, is gene- 
rally thought to be done by Alfred. And Is. 
alp, a good Author, in his Hiſtory of Creylanu, 
as led others into the Opinion by afficming it. 
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Aſſer, who; wrote Aifred's Life, ſhews us there 
was. the Hiſtinction of Counties 20 Years be- 

he reigned. . For then was there an Earl of 
Devanſpire,.Ceorl.; of Sommerſetſhire, Eanwulfe ; 
of Haugſhire, Oſric; and Erhelwolph of Berroci- 
The Second Diviſion into Hundreds and 
Tythings was Alfred's, By this was the Peace 
the Country better provided for, and O- 
fenders more eaſily diſcovered and brought to 
Puniſhment. It's called a Badge of Slavery, 
and being bound to their good Behaviour: 


That every Man muſt be of ſome Hundred or 


Tything, and if he lay under any Accuſation, + 
he muſt bring a Man of his on Diviſion to 
be Security for him. Otherwiſe he was to ſuf⸗ 
fer the Severity of the Law. And if the ac» 
cuſed Perſon fled before or after giving Security, 
the whole Hundred was to be fined to the 
King. This ſurely muſt preſerve Peace and

Whenever the Settlement of Counties was 
made, this was made the County Town, EA. 
ward the Elder, the Son of Alfred, appointed 
the Office of Sheriff. The Sheriff was the 
Shire: Reeve, or Bayliff, or Vice-Comes, who 
was the King's Deputy in the County Court. 
In Alfred's Time came a Party of Danes to 
Ware, made a Settlement there, and fortified it. 
From thence they infeſted the neigabouring 
Country, and this Town. They came with a 
Fleet up the Lea, and {ometimes from Ware hi 
ther. With ſome it paſſes for a Jeſt, that a 
Fleet of Ships cou'd come up this River. But 
we may as well diſpute the Truth of our Hi- 
{tories in any other Point as in this. Blaci-wall, 
which Keops in the Tides that uſed to flow hi- 
ther, is a (tanding Proof of it. And where's 
the Improbability of the Thing? If their Ships 
were of the Bulk of the Royal. Sovereign, there 
wou'd be ſome Ground for the Ohjection. But 
theirs were ſmall, and ſuited to the Channel. 
The Uſe of them was not for tranſporting 
their Army from one Country to another, but 
to _ off their Plunder. They might be 
drawa by Men up and down too, if the Wind 
and Tyde were not ſufficient, as the Barges 
are drawn up at preſent. And their Ships 
might be no other than Barges or Lighters. 
Farther, our Hiſtories tell us, that when A- 


fred had diverted the Stream abour Waltham 


into ſmaller Channels, and thereby hinder'd the 
Return of the Daniſh Veſlels to the Thames, the 
Danes ſent their Wives to their Counttymen in 
the Kingdom of the Eaſt Angles, and themſelves 
went over Land to Qaatbridge (Cambridge) in 
Glouceſterſhire, where they made another Settle- 
ment upon the Severn, and fortified it. The 
Londoners' upon this came down, and either 
carried off or burned their Ships, as then they 
were called. The Ground near the River-ſide, 
all ehe Way being chus laid dry, by fencing out 
the Tide, was given by Alfred to the neigh, 
bouring Vills ; and * this Day common to 
them, either all the Year, or afrer mowing. 
- Whatever this Town was in the Times of 

the Saxons, there ſeems to have been nothing 
left by the Danes.” But the Foundation of all, 
as well as tlie Name of Borough, and its Pri- 
vileges, was laid by King Eaward the Elder 
(who was the Son of Alfred) An. 91g. in the 
x4th of his Reign.

The Conqueror altered the ancient Methods 
of this, and all other Boroughs, and modelled 
them after the Manner of Normazay. © He, b 
Charter, appointed a ſelect Number of Bur. 
geſſes, to repreſent the reſt, and do the Buſineſs 


of the Community. Such a Body of Burgeſſes, 


or Tradeſmen, were endowed with Privileges, 
Magiſtracy, and Power of making Laws with- 
in themſelves, which at length had the Name 
of a Corporation. They paid Rents and Ser- 
vices to the King, according to the Tenure of 
their Borough. The King gave them Power to 
chooſe Burgeſſes, and licenſed them to trade for 
their Life, with Power alſo to ſet a Fine upon 
their Admiſſion, payable toward the Govern- 
ment of the Borough.” They were alſo im- 

wer'd to chooſe one out of their Body yearly, 
called a Bilif,, to collect the King's Rents, 
Tolls and Cuſtoms, who was, for that Time, 
the Chief of the Corporation, and had 20 s. 
allowed bim by the King for a Gown. And to 
ele& a Steward, Aſſiſtant to the Bailiff, in hold- 
ing Courts for the Borough. In theſe Courts 
Wills were proved, Leaſes made, Eſtates grant- 


ed, Rents paid, Burgeſſes elected, Fines afſeſ- 


ſed, Services performed, Controverſies deter- 
mined, By-Laws made, Offenders puniſhed, and 
Officers for the Peace and Government of the 


Corporation choſen, For theſe Privileges the 


Body paid the King a yearly Rent of forty

King William made Peter de Valoines Gover- 
nor of Hertford Caſtle, the ſame that was Lord 
of E Ingdon and Beyford.

nued him in the ſame, and gave him a Houſe,

6. and kil- - 
led him a great many Men. The Dauphin 

was invited by the Rebellious Barons to their 
Aſfiſtance. His firſt Attempt was upon Dover- 
Caſtle, where he was beaten off. He was re- 
ceived at London, and had the Tower deliver'd 


up to him, from whence he marched to Herr- 
ford. ' The Town was at laſt ſurrendred upon 


honourable Terms, the Goods, Horſes and Arms 
of the Beſieged being granted them. 

Nobert Fitzwalter applied to the Dauphin, and 
challenged the Cuſtody of the Caſtle, but was 
put off, till Things ſhou'd be better ſettled. 
The Dauphin told him, the Engliſh had betrayed 
their King, and therefore were not fit to be 
truſted*; an Anſwer not becoming him that had 
taken Part with the worſt of them. He ſo 
treated thoſe of his Party, that they ſoon grew 
weary of him, and he was forced to make 
Terms with King Henn, and get away, ad pro-

Ia the eighth Year of his Reign, he made 
Stephen Segrave Governor, one that had merited 
of Kin Job the laſt Year of his Life, and of 

himſelf fince. But he held it not a Year, for 
Richard Argentine, Sheriff of Hertford and Eſſex, 
came in his Place. This far org was of a 

great Family, whom we find in Baldock and 
Wimonaley.

Ia the 2oth of this 
Reign Peter de Thany was appointed Governor 
here, and of the Honour of Bulloign, and She- 


_ riff of Herrford and Eſſex. This Year Gilbert 


Earl Mzreſchal, was killed at a Turnament in 
this Place, by the Unrulineſs of his Horſe, the 


Reins breaking; and Robert Say, one of his 
Knights, was ſlain, and many Squires wounded. 


In the 26th of the ſame Henn, Richard de 
Montfitchet was made Sheriff of the two Coun- 
ties, and Governor of the Caſtle, which he en- 
joyed four Years. And next, the King's Half- 
Brother, by the Mother, William de Valence, 


whom we find in, Efingdon and Beyford, was ad- 


vanced to the Honour for his Life. He was a 
boiſterous Man, and inſulted the Biſhop. of Ely

per Ann. called Haganell ; another Rent of 15. 
' Another of 40 5. which was that the Conqueror 
reſerved, when he incorporated the Borough. 
Ale Toll, worth 13 5s. 4 4. per Ann. due from 
common Brewers. Two Markets in the Week, 
Weaneſday and Saturday, worth 70 s. with what 
was paid for paſſing through the Town. The 
Toll of Ware-Bridge, and through Hatfela, is 
worth 10 J. 135. 4 4. Ann. and belongs to 
Hertford, Stallage 26 s. 8 4. Two Fairs, on 
the Feaſt of the Aſſumption, and on St. Simon 
and Jude, valued at 21. 106. The Sum of this 
Extent is caſt up at 40 l. odd Money. 
The Balliff is to be choſen by the Commo- 


nalty of the Town yearly, on the firſt Court. 


Day after Michaelmas. So the Under-Bailiff, 
and all the Officers. The Chief . Bailiff ſhall be 
allowed, by the King, a Gown. The King 
ſhall appoiar the Porter of the Caſtle, and give 
him 3 J. and 8 4. at 2 d. per Diem, in all, with 
the Gown, 4 1. 8 4. The Church of St. An- 
drew is held of the King in Capite, worth 10 J.

It was kept chain'd 
up, and no Carriages, nor Horſes with Harnels, 
paſſed over, before: the Time of the War, but 
what were licenſed by the King's Bailiff at 
Hertford... And a Verdict was given, ia the 33d 
of Henry III. that the King ſuffer'd 12 J. per An. 
Damage, by turning the Road thro*- Ware, 
which ſhou'd be by Hertford. .. 

Some of the Privileges allowed to the Bo- 
rough, by this Extent, were, by King Charles I. 
r to William Earl of Salisbary; as the Fi- 

ery of the Lea, within the Manor of Hert- 


ford ; the Caſtle-mead ; the Duty called Haganell, 


which he had with the Manor. | 
There is another Precept of King Edward, to his 
Commiſſioners of Array, to excuſe the Town of 
Heriford (for that Turn only) the ſending a Man 
completely armed to attend him in a foreign 
Expedition, in Conſideration of five Marks paid 


into his Exchequer. For it ſeems they were to 


find ſuch a one, whea called for, either to ſerve 
at Home or Abroad. 


The Corporation was alſo obliged to ſend two 


Burgeſſes to Parliament, and to pay them theic 


Wages whenever they ſhou'd be called. The 
Lifts of Members of Parliament for this Coun- 
ty, and the Boroughs, have been very imper- 
fect. They begin with Edward Ps Reign. Thoſe 
of this Borough go no farther than the 5oth of 
Edward III. till James I. There is common 
Fame, that in two Parliaments of Richard II. 
and one of Henry V. the Town ſent Members.

Ann. 1 345: King Edward III. created his fourth 


Son Earl of Richmond, who married Blanch, 
oungeſt Daughter of Henry Duke of Lancaſter. 
o him he granted the Honour of Hertford, 

with the Caſtle and Town, where he was to 

live ſuitably to his Quality. He made him 

Duke of Lancaſter with the uſua] pompous 

Forms, gave him a Charter, by which the Ho- 

nour was entailed upon his Heirs Male. In 

the 5oth of his Reign he laid this Town and 

Caſtle to the Dutchy of Lancaſter, which he en- 

dowed with great Royalties and Privileges, 

which were confirmed in a Parliament of 
In this Caſtle John King of France was for 


ſome Time Priſoner, who was taken by the 


Black Prince, at the Battle of Poitiers, We 
are told a Commiſſion was paſs'd in 33 of Ed- 
ward III. to remove him to Sommerton: But that 
muſt be a Miſtake, for the Battle was not till 
two or three Years after. 95 

At this time was the Reputation of the Eng- 
liſh Arms raiſed to the higheſt, when the King 
of France, and David King of Scots, were both 
Priſoners here at a Time; the firſt tor five Years, 
and the other for nine. What is very odd in 
the Hiſtory of theſe Royal Captives is, that about 
ſeven Years after they both came hither again, 
and met here the King of Cyprus, whoſe Errand 
was to ſollicit Aſſiſtance in the Holy War. 
Theſe two had been here in Diſgrace, and me- 
thinks it ſhoy'd be a Mortification to them to 
be ſeen again; and yet *tis reported the King 
of France came to ſhew himſelf in the State of 
a King. He fell ſick and died in England, 

The Duke of Lancaſter kept his Cqurt in this 
Caſtle, at the Time of Richard Il's being de- 
poſed. Being then Henry IV. he ſettled this 
Caſtle and Town on his Queen for Life, ho 
was Joan de Navarre, Relict of John Montfort, 
Duke of Britany, and all Courts were held in 
her Name. She enjoyed the Honour till the 
ſeventh Year of Henry V. when ſhe was charg- 
ed with conſpiring the King's Death by Witch- 
craft and Sorcery. Upon this ſhe forfeited all, 
and was committed to Priſon, tho* afterwards

This Town had again the Honour to be ſet- 
VI's — Margaret. She was 
Daughter of Reyner, Duke of Arjoa, and titu- 
lar King of Teruſalem, Sicily and Arragon. She 
lived his Wife Six and Twenty Years. And 
upon his being thruſt out of the Throne, by 
the right Heir, did nor receive the Treatment 
due to her Sex and Birth. For ſhe was made 
a Captive, and kept Priſoner till her Father 
obtain'd her Liberty by Ranſom. 2 
In the Reign of Richard III. Henry Stafford, 


Duke of Bucks, claimed the Honour of Hertford 


and the View of Foddeſdon, as deſcended from 
Humphrey de Bobun, Earl of Hertford, and Con- 
ſtable of England, which that King ſigned him 
an Order to be inveſted in, and alſo made him 
Conſtable of England. The Honour was to be 
ſettled on him in Parliament, but he firſt loſt 
his Head. Richard III. and this Favourite of 
his, cannot be mention'd together, without 
railing Horror in every Breaſt at the Remem- 
brance of their Crimes, and SatisfaQion at the 

Juſtice of their Puniſhment. This Duke was 

highly inſtrumental in lifting that Murtherer in- 

to the Throne, who had, 'with his own Hands, 
been the Aſſaſſine of Henn the Vith ; the Con- 
triver of the Death of the Duke of Clarence, his 

own Brother; the Murtherer of his two Ne- 
phews, one of which his lawtul King. - The 
Duke however grew diſcontented, as not being 

rewarded enough for his Services, and was 

drawn in by Moreton, Biſhop of Ely, his Priſo- 
ner, to attempt the depoſing him he had ſet up. 
He contriv'd the Match of Henn VII. with the 
Daughter of Tork, by which the Families were 
united. And might have lived to ſee the Day, 
if Juſtice had nor ſooner put in her Claim, and 
made him die by the Sentence of that very Uſur- 
per. A violent Flood of the Severn hinder'd 

the Conj unction of his Forces with the main 

Body, and he was deſerted, and concealed by 

Baniſter, one of his own Servants. And as 

Treachery is frequently puniſhed by the fame, 

he was betrayed by Baniſter, for a Reward of- 

han, and his Head ſtruck off without Form of 
Tryal. | 

When the Duke of Richmond was advanced to 

the Throne, the Caſtle and Manor were in his 

Hands, he was next Heir of the Houſe of Lan- 
caſter. In his Reign an AQ of Parliament paſ- 
ſed, that Meaſures and Weights of Braſs ſhou'd 

be kept at this Town, as a Standard for the 

County. King Hen VIII. ſucceeded his Father 
in the Honour here, and either did or deſigned 
to ou ſome Time at the Caſtle, and therefore 
had a particular Account given of the State of 
it. It was near his Houſe of Honſdon. He granted

Their Employment, for which they met with 
o great Encouragement, was to defend Pil- 
5 from Robbery in their Journey to and 


Jeruſalem. They valued themſelves on 


their primitive Poverty. And whereas the two 

rf had hut one Horſe to ride on, their Com- 
mon Seal was a Repreſentation of that. Their 
Title of Knights doth not ſeem to be owing 
to any particular Dubbing of a Prince; but on- 
ly a ſort of Diſtinction as Gentlemen. For 
Kpight in the Saxon Language ſignifies a young 
Man, or a Servant, In the Saxon Tranſlation of 
the New Teſtament. the Diſciples are called 
Chriſt's Leorning Knights. After the Conqueſt, 
the Word was uſed to expteſs the molt honour- 
able Degree of Service. The Military Tenure 
obliged them to ſerve the King on Horſeback. 
Whereas the Eſquites Buſineſs was to attend 
upon the Knights, he was to be Scutiger for the 


other, anciently a Shield Knave, and only a 
Candidate for the Order of Knighthood. Ami- 


ger and Scutiger is the ſame; and Eques and 
Miles. We-ever ſee theſe Templars with their 
Spurs on in all Pictures and Monuments. 

Their Habit, being a white long Cloak, with 
a red Croſs on the left Shoulder, under which 
their Sword was girt with a broad Belt, and 
under that a Shirt of Mail, has been mentioned 
in Broxborn, where the Knights Hoſpitallers are 
deſcribed. They grew by degrees famous in 
the World, and for the Reputation of their 
Arms and their Devotion, ; multiplied; greatly, 
and had Lands given them all over  Chriſten- 
dom. Their Crimes, or their Riches. (for 
Riches are ſometimes Crime enough) expoſed 
them in about 200 Years Time to be plun- 
dered. They were condemned in a Council 
at Vienna, and after incorporated with the Ho- 
ſpitallers: But before that Time, had been 
all taken up in England by Order of King Eq- 
ward II. put into Priſon, and their Lands ſeized 
into the King's Hands. And for this he had 
the Countenance of a Bull from the Pope. 

The firſt of their Habitations here goes ſtill 
by their Name, the Temple near Fleetſtreet ; 
where they built alſo a Church, ia which ma- 
ny of their Effigies are at preſent. They made 
ſome little Settlement in Holborn, but that was 
only till the Temple could be built. We have 
one Inſtance of the great Favour ſhewed them 
by the Pope in the Time of our King Hen II. 
For it was a Part of his Penance, as appears 
by his Purgation, upon the Murder of Thomas 
a Becket, that he ſhould ſwear to pay as much 


Money to the Templars as they ſhould demand, 


for the maintaining two hundred Soldiers for a 
Year, in the Defence of the Holy Land. 
Don they came, with their Brother-Hoſpi- 
tallers, at the General Diſlglution, when this 
Manor of Temple-Chelſin, the other of Temple- 
Dinneſiy near Hitchin, with all their Lands late- 
ly belonging to the diſſolved Priory of St. John 
eruſalem, were fold by Henry VIII. to Sir 
Ralph Sadlier for 8431.

Alfric, the eleventh Ab- 
bot, mortgaged it for 10 J. to Leoffig, the Lands 
to be reſtored upon the Convent's repaying the 
Money; + otherwiſe Leoffig was to enjoy them 
for Lite, and the Monks to have them upon his 
Death. Odo, Biſhop of Bajenx, and Earl of 
Kent; poſſciſed Tewing in the Reign of his Bro- 
ther, who reſtored it to the Abbey. But after- 
wards Peter de Valongies, by Force or Fraud, 
got it from them. Peter de Valongies, or Valoines, 
or Valente, for all theſe ways is his Name writ, 
claim'd this Manor as the Gift of the Conque- 
ror, as appears by Domeſday. The Record men- 
tions another Claim of Aldene, a Thane of Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor's, upon a Grant to him, from 
the Conqueror, to pray for the Soul of his Son 
Richard. He had a Son Richard killed by the 
Stroke of a Bough, in a Chaſe at New-Foreſt. 
The next Account we have of the Place is, 
that Alexander Swereford, Treaſurer of St. Paul's, 
gave an Eſtate here, with the Advowſon of the 
Church, to the Priory of St. Bartholomew, Lon- 
don, which held of Godfrey de Tywinge. This is 
gueſſed to be in Henry III's Time, becauſe 
Alexander built the Altar of St. Chad in Paul's 


Church, and appointed a, Chantry for a Prieſt, 


to officiate there for his Soul, and the Souls of 
his Succeſſors. And Hugh de Balſham, Biſhop 
of Ely, in the Year 1257, granted a Thirty Days 
Indulgence to thoſe that ſhou'd pray at that 
Altar, and St. {Nicholas and St. Ethelbert in the 
ſame Church. The Prior of St. Bart holomem's 
bought ſome Land here of the ſame Alexander. 

At the Diſſolution Henry VIII. granted this 
Manor, with all the Privileges, in as large a 
Manner as the Monaſtery of St. Bart holomem 
had held it, to John Cock of | Broxborn, Eſq; 
whom we find at Broxborn. Henry his Son ſuc- 
ceeded, and leaving two Daughters, Frances the 
Elder, had this for her Share of his Eſtate, She 
told ir to Richard Hale of London, in Queen Eli-

Free- School at Hertford, and endowed it by a 
Rent-Charge from this Pariſh. He gave it to

Another Seat in this Vill, near the Church, 
was built by Dr. John Montfort, Reſidentiary of 
Paul's, from whom it came to Dr. Richard 
Rain ford, who married a Daughter of Dr, 
Montfort. He had alſo the Advowſon of the 
Living. But upon his Death the Eſtate was 
fold to Sir George Boreler, fifth Son of Sir Henry 
of Hatfield Mood - hall. He was Gentleman of 
the Privy-Chamber to King Charles I. created 
Bart. in 1643.

In the 16th of Henry III. by 
Order of the Pope, a great Number of Abbot 
Priors, and other Clergymen, with the greate 
Part of the Nobility, met here upon og 
vorce between the Counteſs of Eſſex and her 
Husband,. Abbot "Wiliam rebuilt the Chapel 
of St. Cuthbert, which had been built by one 
of his Predeceſſors. He died, after 20 Years 
preſiding, in the 19th of Hen III.

The cold Treatment and Checks 
they met with, induced them to compound the 
Matter; ſa they paid 200 Marks, ſpent 100 
more in their Expedition, and returned. This 
ſeems to have been exacted in the Room of 
Peter- hence, which St. Alban's never paid; but 
then they were originally exempted. Peter- 
pente was no more than a Grant of the Crown; 
and if the Prince that granted it, thought fit 
to diſcharge this Part of his Dominions from 
the Obligation, What Pretence is there to de- 
mand an Equivalent? The Expences in Build- 
ing had been great, the Contribution of the 
Monks generous, to live without their Allow- 
ance of Wine for 15 Years. Had it been for 
any publick-Service of the Church, it had been 
but decent to have made it known, that their 
Prayers: might have gone with their Purſes. 
The Pope having long Hands, would uſe them, 
and having opened the Way by asking Bounty, 
ſoon changed the Name, and made it a Debt. 
The Archbiſhop of Maſſius came hither with a 
great Equipage as Legate. He ſent before him 
in Writing, to every Prelate, Orders to provide 
Money for his Expences. - Of this Church and 
its Cells the Proportion was 21 Marks. Some 
Monks of this : Houſe ' viſited him; but going 
empty handed, he called them Beggars, and 
confined them till they produced Money. In 
1257 this Convent, on Palm. Sunday, received 
Letters from his Holineſs to return him 3500 
Marks by the Hands of ſome Merchants, and 
they were bound to the Merchants for that Sum. 
At St. Simon and Jude afterwards, theſe Col - 
lectors of the Pope were ſo ſevere upon this 
Church, that they brought it under an Inter- 
dict for-fifteen Days; to avoid which, the De- 
mands were complied with. By this Time 
erhaps this Monaſtery had no great Reaſon to 
boaſt of. their Exemption. from Epiſcopal: Ju- 
riſdiction, and being immediately under the See 
King Henry, in the 42d of his Reign, came 
hither for three Days, and had the Martyr 
carried in Proceſſion through the Cloyſter of St. 
Catharine, where he offered. He had Maſs 
ſolemnly celebrated here upon the Death of 
two great Men. In the 49th of his Reign, 
upon ſome Apprehenſions, this Town was ſhut 
up, the Gates barr'd and lock'd, that Travellers 
could not paſs. Gregory of Stock, Conſtable of 
Hertford, offended at this, in a Bravado ſaid, 
He would: enter the Town with three young 
Men, and four of the beſt Villains he had at 
Hertford. This he did without Oppoſition, and 
having marched about the Streets, and made 
his Speeches to the Walls, asked his Youths 
which way the Wind fat. A publick Officer 
within hearing, believed: he defigned by that to 
fire the Town, and knocking him flat to the 
Ground, told him he would ſhew him where 
the Wind was. Then his "Youths were ſur- 
rounded, taken, and laid in Irons, their Heads 
cut off, and 5 )

The Manor was Part of the Poſſeſſion of the 
Church of St. Alban's before the Conqueſt. 
Matth. Paris fixeth it in the Confeſſor's Time, 
who, together with Editha his Wife, gave Con- 
ſent that Egelwine the Black, and Wixcelfled his 
Wife, ſhould ſettle this upon that Monaſtery. 
William the Conqueror, highly incenſed by the 
bold Stand Abbot Frederick made againſt him, of 
which a full Account may be ſeen in St. Alban's 
and Berkamſted, took this Manor from the 
Church as well as many others. But in his 
Succeſſor's Time, Archbiſhop Lanfranc wrought 
the Reſtitution of it. This is fixed about the 
Beginning of William Rufas, tho? more probably 
it was in his Father's Time, becauſe Domeſday 
mentions it as in the Church of St. Alban's. 
There ſeems indeed to be an Over-value ſet 
upon it in the Record as worth 30 J. per Any. 
which in the Confeſſor's Time was rated 
at 161, There is another Manor of this Vill 
rated at 3os, per Ann, held by Amelher, under 
the Abbor. 

King Henry, in the firſt Year of his Reign, 
made a Confirmation of the former Grants, 
and appropriated this Church to the Cloath- 
ing of the Monks, and King Job» did the ſame. 
But in the Time of the Barons Wars here was 
great Spoil made. A Party under Patricius 
Marſhal of France, Sayer de Quincy, and Robert 
Fitzwater, in their March to relieve Mount 
Sorril in Leiceſterſhire, plundered this Church 
and defaced it. The Leaders on the other 
Side, Ranulph Earl of Cheſter, and Fulle de 
Brent, had done the like by St. Albay's, if 
they had not been bought off with a good Sum, 
which in our Days has obtained the Name of 
Contribution, Wee 

There is a Tradition, that Amphibalus, who 
converted Alban to the Chriſtian Faith, was 
buried here. He is by the Writers of thoſe 
Times ſurnamed Denanius, as a Native of the 
Welſh Side of the River Dee. In Diocleſian's 
Perſecution, he is ſaid to have taken up his 
Lodging in Alban's Houle at Verulam, whom he 
inſtructed and baptized. Upon the Martyrdom 
of Alban, he retired and ſheltered himſelf, with 
ſome Followers, in a diſtant Country. They 
tell us, he was in Scotland, afterwards in the Iſle 
of Argleſea, where he was a Biſhop, and did 
great Service in bringing over People to the 
Chriſtian Faith, conſtantly oppoſing the Idola- 
try in Faſhion; That he was catched here- 
abouts, his Belly- ripped up, and one End of 
his Inteſtines being faſtned to a Tree, he was 
whipped about that Tree till they were all 
twiſted on it, and ſtoned to Death: That the 
Faithful got his Body, and buried it where the 
Church of Redbaurne ſtands. But when the 
Times would bear it, his Reliques were car- 
ried in great Pomp to St. Alban's, and de 
ſited near that Martyr. And ſuch Reſpect did 
the Abbot ſhew, that he made a Decree for a 
Prior and three Monks to be ever attending 
at his Shrine, who were allowed 20 l. per Any. 
for the Office. | | 

Upon the Diſſolution, this Eſtate was granted 
to Sir Ralph Rowlet, as we are inform'd, and as 
Sanaridge came to Sir Ralph. A Vicarage was en- 
dowed in the Time this Church was in the Mo- 
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naſtery of St. Alban. In 1556 a Vicar was pre- 
ſented by John Langley and William Crompton, who 


had the Preſentation granted them by Sir Ralph. 


In 1577 the Right was in Sir Nicholas Bacon, and 
afterwards in Sir Francis Bacon. By Purchaſe 
the Eſtate came to Sir Harbottle Grimſton, from 
him to Sir Samuel his Son, and is now, with 
the Patronage of the Vicarage, in the Lord 
Grimſton, as the other Manors of the Grimſtons 
in this County. | 


The Manor of ALONE LT, 


Is named from John d' Aignell, Lord here in 
the Reign of Edw. II. of that Family (probably 
the Son) that ſerved for the County in Parlia- 
ment in Edward I's Reign. The Name is twice 
in his Reign, and twice in his Succeſſor's, for 
Knight of the Shire. John of Whethamſted, Ab- 
bot, purchaſed this Manor for the Uſe of his 
Convent in the Time of Edward IV. where it 
remained till the Diſſolution. It was conveyed 
to John Cock at the yearly Rent of 10s, from 
him to Mr. Beſouth, and in that Family conti- 
nued to John Beſouth, whoſe Daughter Mr. 
Francis King married, and ſo became Lord. 

John of Whethamſted, the Abbot, rebuilt this 
Church in Henry VI's Time. In the Time of 
Robert de Gorham, the 18th Abbot, this Church 
was dedicated by Herbert Biſhop of Norwich, 
but it is not ſaid to whom. In the Time of Wil- 
liam Trumpington, the 22d Abbot, it was dedica- 
ted to che Honour of St. Amphibalus and his 
Fellow-Martyrs, faith Matth. Paris: Yet old 
Wills make it dedicated to St. Mary; perhaps 
it was to the Virgin and Amphibalus too. 

It is in the Archdeaconry of St. Alban's. The 
Lord Grimſton is Patron. The Advowſon, which 
was anciently in the Abbot, upon the Diſſolu- 
tion, was granted to Rowlet, from whom it was 
conveyed to John Langley and William Crompton, 
and afterwards to Bacon, from whence it was 
6 with the Manor.

ABBOTS LANEGLEY 


S a Village between St. Alban's and 
King's Langley, from which the Ad- 
dition of Abbot was to diſtinguiſh 
it. It is in the Dioceſe of London, 
and Hundred of Caiſboe, though in 
Domeſday tis reckoned in Danais, and valued at 
10 l. per Ann. in the Confeſſor's Time 151. The 
River Gade, as it runs from Hemſted, paſſes in 
a Valley between the two Langleys. It has been 
in ſome Writings called Lees Langley. Gene- 
rally it is derived from Long Land; but why, 
*tis not very viſible, for neither of the Pariſhes 
-are remarkable for that Form. *Tis written in 
the Record Langelai. There are many Towns 
in England of the ſame Pronunciation, and 
ſome of them are in Charters and old Deeds 
writ Lonkeleye. It were loſt Labour to purſue 
Etymologies with too much Keenneſs. In ſome 
Places neither Roman, Britiſh, Saxon, Daniſh, 
nor Norman Language will help us. Ceſar tells 
us, the People of Beigium, who came over and 
inhabited the Sea-Coaſts of Britain, tho? at firſt 
they came to fight and plunder, when they 
made their Settlements, and began to improve 
and till the Land, their Settlements were de- 
nominated from the Countries they came from. 
Thus Venta Belgarum, Wincheſier. Venta the 
River, the other from the Belge, which at 
length was dropt. Venta might come eaſily to 
Wizta ; and fo took the Roman Termination of 
Caſtra from their Station there. The Saxon, 
brought it to Ceaſtre, which at length fell in to 
| Cheſter. In Antonine's Itinerary, Wincheſter is 
Venta Belgarum; in Anonymus Ravennas, Venta 
Belgarum and Vindovala, And ſometimes Places 
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were named from the Product of the Soil. 


Egelwine the Black, and Winefled his Wife, 
gave this Manor to the Monks of St. Alban's, 

as they did Reaburne. And Leofitane the Abbot, 
and Confeſſor to King Edward, and to Edithe his 
Wife, procured from that King a Confirmation 
ol the Grant, King John, as at Reabarne, con- 
firmed the Grant of this Manor appointed for 
the Cloathing of the Monks. And Pope Hono- 
rius III. in 1218. confirmed both this Church 
and Manor to the Monaſtery. They conti- 
nued Lords here and Patrons of the Vicarage 
till the Diſſolution. The Manor remained in 
the Crown till the latter End of King James; 
then Prince Charles held a Court here. It was

conveyed to Francis Combe, Eſq; whoſe Family 
we find at Hemſted, where he was buried He 
marrried Ann, Daughter of Thomas Greenhill, 
and died 1641. without Iſſue. He bequeathed 
this Manor, and other Lands, -and moſt of his 
Library, between Sidney College in Cambridge, 
and Trinity in Oxford, for educating in Piety and 
Learning his own and his Wife's Relations. 
Both theſe Colleges leaſed out their Part of the 
Capital Meſſuage, Manor, and other Eſtate 


here, for Twenty-one Years, as uſual, to Tho- 


mas and William Greenhill. Thomas conveyed his 
Moiety to his Son Henry; which Henry and 
William are Tenants to the Colleges, and hold 
Courts in their Names. Their Arms, Vert two 
Bars Argent, on a Chief a Leopard paſſant 


proper. 
The Manor of Hvpx, 


May be derived from the Grand Manor be- 
longing to the Abbey. Perhaps it was called 
ſo from the Owner's Name. Some in England 
which go by that Name, are ſuppoſed to be 
from the common Term of thoſe Days, and of 
Domeſday, for {ſa much Land as an Ox Team 
could manage. And this is the more probable, 
becauſe many Eſtates are called by this Name: 
So we meet frequently with Eaſt Hide, Wt 
Hide, and Half Hide, from whence Men have 
had their Surname. | 

Henry Greenbill of Greenhill in Harrow in Mid- 
aleſex, died poſſeſſed of it in 1665, From him 
it deſcended to William Greenhill, who gave it 
by Will to another William Greenhill. He had 
Son William who ſucceeded.

This Vill being about 22 Miles from London, 
in a good Air and Soil, hath invited down ſe- 
veral Families for their Summer Reſidence. 

The Place is memorable for the Birth of an 
Engliſh Pope, Nicholas Breakſpear, by the Title 
of Adrian IV. Camden faith, He was ſurnam- 
ed from a Houſe called — in Middleſex, on 
the River Colne, between Watford and Uxbridge. 
He was Son to one of the Servants of St. Alban's 
Abbey. He is ſtiled the Apoſtle of Norway, 
having converted thoſe Northern 1 ＋ the 
Chriſtian Faith. If they had before received 
the Goſpel, they were again become bar barous 
when he beſtow'd his Pains amongſt them. 
From our Writers he has not the beſt of Cha- 
racters, and they endeavour to leſſen his Merit, 
and aggravate his Failings. But when they 
will not allow him valuable who performed 
this Task in Norway, there ought to be but 
little Credit given to their other Inſinuations. 
He quelled a Tumult at Rome, which is repre- 
ſented ſuppreſſing that Liberty the Tumultuous 
pleaded for. He ſuffer'd the Emperor Frederick 
to hold his Stirrup whilſt he diſmounted ; which 
is called by ſome Cauſing him to hold, by others 
Making him to hold it. Had it been when he 
got up his Horſe, more might have been ſaid, 
of his demanding it. The other might be as 


much to blame in doing, as the Pope in ſuffer- 
ing it. He was at laſt choak'd with a Fly. But 


the Italian Writers of his Life ſay it was a 
Quinzy. In ſhort, he could do nothing to be 
well ſpoken of by our late Repreſenters of Good 
and Evil, meerly becauſe he was Pope. They 
might in fewer Words have ſaid, *Twas im- 
poſſible for a Man in that Station to do an 
one good Thing, or paſs out of the World, but 


| by a viſible Judgment. 


One Point of his Hiſtory is very remarkable, 
that he never allowed his Mother any thing, 
but ſhe was maintained by the Alms of the 
Church of Canterbury. Natural Affection will 


be thought to oblige a Man in that Plenty and 


Grandeur, to afford a more creditable and com. 
fortable Support to an aged Parent. Some 
People have a Way of Thinking peculiar to 
themſelves. If he had been a Condemner of 
employing the Church's Revenue to ſecular 
Uſes, and thought the. leaſt Degree of that 
Alienation, might be of Countenance to pro- 
duce greater, his Severity might at leaſt paſs 
for Innocent. There's no Queſtion but the 
Church of Canterbury maintained her to her 
Heart's Content. But as this grand Spiritual 
Monarch enjoys a great Share of Temporal 
Sweets and Pleaſures, it muſt be a very refined 
Genius that would exclude his Mother from taſt- 
ing the Plenty of her Son's Fire- ſide, and re- 
Joicing in his Preferment.

This Agreement is ſaid to have been made by 
the renowned Abbot Frederic. At leaſt ſo much 


is allowed, that the Leaſe expired about the 
Time of the Conqueſt. And the Abbot of 
Weſtminſter preſuming upon Favour . ſuch 


a Malignant as Frederic, would not ſtand to his 


Contract; but kept the Manor as belonging of 


Right to his own Church, and farther claimed 


a Wood: to be laid to it, which he never had 


before. Too well he judged how the Conque- 
ror would decide it; ſo after a long fruitleſs 
Oppoſition of Frederic, it was given for Weſt- 


minſter, and Is believed to have continued there 


till the Diſſolution. 
There is ſo little remaining of the Pretenſi- 


ons of theſe two Abbots, that *twill be im- 


poſſible to determine who had Right. If we 
look at Domeſday, we find the principal Manor 
lying in the Dominion of the Church of Weſt- 
minſter, and ſounds not. as if they had it but 
Both Abbots may have had Pol- 
ſeſſions there, and may have dealt for one ano- 
ther's Lands.

He married Elizabeth, Daughter and 
Heir of Sir Laurence Tarfield, Lord Chief Baron 
of the Exchequer. After he had governed Ire- 
land with great Applauſe, he had the Misfor- 
tune to break his Leg in Theobald's Park, of 
which he died. He left a Son Lucius, who 
married a Daughter of Richard Moryſon of Tooly- 
Park in Leiceſterſhire. He was a Perſon of emi- 
nent Virtuc, and great Accompliſhments, dear 
to King Charles, whoſe Judgment appeared in 
the Choice of ſuch a Miniſter. He was Secre- 
tary of State, and followed that unfortunate = 
Prince in his Wars. His Character is ſuch as 
will make his Memory juſtly reverenced, as 
long as any Regard to Virtue, Learning, Loyal- 
of, is preſerved in this Iſland. He well de- 
erved the Pen of a Clarendon, which has em- 
balmed him for the Imitation of Poſterity. 

To make Money for his Maſter's Service, 
Lord Falkland fold this Manor to another Ca- 
valier, Sir Job Aerly, Commiſſioner of the Cu- 
ſtoms. He was created Baronet, for his Ser- 
vices, in the 12th of Charles II. But, hinc ills 
Lacryme! his Son Eraſmus was forced to part 
with it to pay his Father's Debts contracted in 
that unhappy, tho' by the other Side reckoned 


a holy, War. 


The Purchaſer was Denzil Lord Hollis, whoſe 
Son Sir Francis ſucceeded him in it. He left 
a Son Denzil, who for a Time enjoyed it, but 
dying without Iſſue, it fell to Joh» Hollis, whoſe 
Anceſtor was created Baron Hoeghton of Hough- 
ton 1616, and Earl of Clare 1624. He was 
made Marquis of Clare and Duke of Newcaſtle 
1694. He left only a Daughter, married to 
the Right Hon, the Lord Harley, now Earl of 
Oxford, This Manor he left by Will to his 
Grace the preſent Duke of Newcaſtle, The 
Manor Houſe was taken down by the late 
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PEN's prack. 


This was named from the Family of Pen, one 
of which, Job», had an Epitaph in this Church, 
now defaced, but preſerved by Weaver. TWas 
poſſeſſed by Henry Coghill, Eſq; Sheriff of the 
County, 1632. His Son Henry ſucceeded, was 
Sheriff 1673. He left a Son Henry, from whom 
it deſcended to Henry his Son, the preſent Poſ- 
ſeſſor. He bears Gules on a Cheveron Agent 3 
Pallets Sable, a Chief of the zd.

Words, after having paſſed many Years in that 


Country: So from Bois or Buſche, whence the 
barbarous Latin Boſcus and Buſcas, uſed by the 
Attorneys to fill up a Declaration againſt a 
Treſpaſſer. We have one of the Thaydons in 
Eſſex diſtinguiſhed by the Surname of Bois. 
Saxon might have it Buckſea, for a Stream where 
Deer uſed to drink. This is favoured by Domeſ- 
day, in which 'tis written Biſſeij. Byſſe in the 
Saxon Idiom ſignifies a Hind, or Female of a 
Stag. It lies upon the Edge of the County, 
next to Midaleſex, between Elſtree, Aldenham, 
and Watford, parted from the laſt by the River 
Colne, except the Hall. 

The firſt Norman Poſſeſſor was Geoffrey de 
Magnaville or Mandeville, Lord alſo of a Manor 
in Shenley, of Tittehurſt or Theobalds-Street, and 
of North Mymms in this County. We find theſe 
three exempt Vills of the Hundred of Dacorum, 
tho? ſurrounded by Caiſhoe, all in the Hands of 
this great Man. One might hope for ſome 
Light from hence for the Reaſon of this Ex- 
emption, If we could find Geoffrey poſſeſſed of 
ſomething conſiderable in Dacoram, it were no 
Wonder theſe Manors ſhould be included with 
the Privilege of his Eſtates there. But we find 
nothing of him there. He had a Son William, 
and William a Son Geoffrey : Of this Family we 
ſhall have more at Sabridgeworth. Geoffrey was 
Lord of Sabridgeworth, Gilſton, &c. in the Hun- 
dred of Braughin. Therefore if the Vills we 
are ſpeaking of had been diſunited from the 
Hundred they naturally belonged to upon Geof- 
frey's Account, we might have looked for them 
as an Appendage to Braughin : Eſpecially ſince 
Braughin was ancient Demeſne. 

Nor could his Reſidence be in Dacorum, for 
we have him at Saffron Walden in Eſſex, where 
is yet the Carcaſs of this Caſtle. He built 
the Monaſtery there in which himſelf and Fa- 
mily was buried. The Scite of it was upon 
the Roman Military Way from Canonium, Ring 
Hill, to Camulodunum, Caſtle Comps, upon the 
Spot where Audle) Inn now ſtands. The Re- 
giſtry of his Abbey faith, He appointed al- 
den, as the Hgad of his Honour and the whole 
County, for a Seat for himſelf and his Heirs. 
He was a great Favourite of Maud the Em- 
preſs, by her advanced to the Earldom of Eſſex. 
She gave him Newport a neighbouring Market- 
Town, from whence he tranſlated the Market 
to Walden to be kept there on Sundays and 


Thurſaays, wich the Profit of Toll, and Paſlage 
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and other Cuſtoms. 
preſs is yet in being. 
We may ſuppoſe theſe three Vills, of which 
Buſhey one, to have been in the Crown till the 
Conqueſt, or near it; that they partook of the 
Privileges of Berkamſted, Kzjng's Langley, or ſome 
other Royal Poſſeſſion. Our Geoffrey, according 
to the Monks Tradition, incurred the Sentence 
of Excommunication. He died, ſay they, of a 
Wound in his Head. Juſt as he was expi- 
ring, ſome Templars came by, who put on him 
the Habit of their Order, marked with a Red 
Croſs. And when he was dead, they carried 
him away with them into their own Pre- 
cincts, the old Temple at London, where put- 
ting him into a Pipe of Lead, they hanged him 
upon a Tree. | 

They would not be wanting in Reſpect to a 
Builder and Founder of Monaſteries. They 
durſt not bury him for fear of the Pope, ſo they 
wrapped him in Lead, and depoſited him like 
Mabomet between Heaven and Earth. The 
dangling Poſture was not over decent. If this 
had been done by an Enemy, or indifferent 
Perſon, it had looked like Spite or Contempt. 

In Henry II's Time we find another Owner 
here, David de Jarpenvil. The Mandeville's 
Heirs Male failed in King John's Time, David 
held this Manor by Grant of Henry III. which 
he claimed with all its Privileges in the third 
Year of Edward I. Theſe were View of Franc 
Pledge, Park, and Warren, and Fair on the Vi- 
gil-Day and Morrow of St. James, and a Tharſ- 
day Market. | 


The Charter of the Em- 


Reverting to the Crown, this Manor was b 


ſeveral Charters of Edward II. granted to Ed- 
mond of Woodſtock in the firſt of that Reign, 
and to the Heirs. of his Body. Edmond was 
Brother of that King, Son of Margaret, ſecond 
Wife to Edward I. and was created Earl of 
Kent. Let in the Beginning of Edward III. 
whilſt that Prince was under Age, and in the 
Dominion of his cruel Mother and her Gal- 
lant Mortimer, this.poog Gentleman muſt be ſa- 
crificed to their Wantonneſs. He was accuſed 
and ſentenced for intending to reſtore his Bro- 
ther the late King Edward, an Intention only 
without Overt-Ack. Yet he was condemn» 
ed and brought to the Scaffold. So much was 
he beloved by the People, and ſo much the 
two Conſpirers of his Death deteſted, that 
he ſtood upon the Scaffold from One to Five be- 
fore an Executioner could be procured. And 
at laſt a half-witted Fellow out of the Mar- 
ſpalſea was brought, who cut off his Head. 
The Queen and the Earl were obſerved to 
meet with -their Puniſhment. But it was far 
from condign. If cruel Death and Tortures 
were ever to be a Spectacle delightful to Eng- 
liſh Eyes, their Crime would have demanded 
it. The Queen, by Act of Parliament, loſt her 
Joiature, 
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13 and was forced to take up with a 
enſion of a Thouſand Pounds per Ann. and en- 


dured thirty Years Confinement in a Caſtle: 


A Penalty too little for the depoſing a Hus- 
band and a King, and for” murthering that 
Husband and King depoſed. For tho* Mortimer 
only appeared in the Thing, there wants no 
Proof of her Hand in it, when {he carried on 


that adulterous Commerce with him to the Mi- 


nute they both were ſcized. Where ſhall we 


find her Equal in Wickedneſs, who, beſides this 


Murther, aggravated by ſo vile an Apparatus, 
brought her unwilling Son to ſtep into his Fa- 
ther's Throne? The Barons had depoſed their 
King, with which themſelves and ſhe ſeemed 
to be ſatisfied. But ſome Tears muſt be dropt 
upon ſo melancholick an Occaſion. And 
ſhe truly ſo well play'd the Part of a diſconſo- 
late Widow, that her Son took her to be in 
earneſt, and would have nothing to do with 
juſtling his Father out of his Throne. An Ex- 
pedient was found to ſalve his Scruples, and a 
tormal Reſignation produced. 'There is no. 
thing to be ſaid for the Eaſineſs of her Pu- 
niſhment, but that ſhe was, with all her Faults, 
the Mother of the King. | 
The young King did not want Spirit nor 
Reſentment. He ſhewed both, tho* but at 


ſixteen Years old. He went himſelf, with on- 


ly two in Company, and ſurprized the Adul- 
terer. It he had made publick Demand of him, 


Mortimer had no leſs than nineſcore Knights 


and Gentlemen, beſides meaner Servants, to 
attend him. His Guilt wanted a ſtrong Guard. 
He was convicted of High Crimes, and brought 
to the ignoble Puniſhment of a Felon, to be 
hanged at Tyburn, and expoſed there two 
ays. | 

This Edmond of Woodſtock Earl of Kent, had 
attended the King in his Expedition againſt 
Scotland in the firſt Lear of his Reign. Upon 
his Attainder, the King granted the Manor of 
Buſhey to Bartholomew de Baryers for Life, who 
had followed him in his Wars, and done good 
Service, particularly at the Battel of Creſſ. 
He married, by the King's Grant, one of the 
Siſters and Heirs of Edward de St. John, was made 
Conſtable of the Tower of London, and ſummon- 
ed to Parliament for 28 Years. 

Upon his Death the 3oth of Edward III. Sir 
Thomas Holland poſſeſſed this Manor in Right of 
Joan his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Edmond 
of Woodſtock: He took upon him the Title of 
Kent, and was ſummoned to Parliament from 
the 27th to the zult of Edw. III. He was ap- 
pointed the King's Lieutenant and Captain Ge- 
neral in France and Normanay. 

He died, and Joan the Dowager, who mar- 
ried Edward Prince of Wales the Black Prince, 
enjoyed it for her Life. Then it deſcended 
to Thomas Rarl of Kent, Son of Thomas the late 
Lord, and Joan. He did his Homage for this 
and the Manor of Ware. Upon his Death, Tho- 
mas his eldeſt Son ſucceeded, and did his Ho- 
mage for this and the Ware Eſtate. He was 
made Duke of Surrey by Rich. II. fitting in Par- 
liament crowned, at whoſe Creation the Virga 
Aurea was firſt uſed. He was made Lieutenant 
of Ireland for three Years. But upon Henry IV. 
the Duke of Lancaſter's depoſing Richard, he 
followed the Fate of his Maſter. At firſt he 
ſuffered only Loſs of Title by Act of Parlia- 
ment, having been a Proſecutor of Thomas of 
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Woodſtock Duke of Glouceſter. He contrived to 


reſtore the abdicated King, and in order to it, 
got together Four Hundred Men armed, who 


were to ſurprize Henry and his Sons at Wind- 


ſor Caftle, and kill them. Theſe were to paſs 
in the Diſguiſe of Mummers, which was a Chriſt- 
mas Entertainment. But King Henry got away 
privately to London, having Intelligence of their 
Deſign; or perhaps knowing it from the Be- 
ginning. For it was not unuſual for a Prince 
that had Enemies about 'him, to employ ſome 
Setters to draw in the Leaders of the Diſaf. 
fected, whom a greater Number would eaſily 
follow. Then the Decoys grew pricked in Con- 
ſcience at the Horror of the approaching Scene, 
and turned Evidence to fave themſelves, 

The Duke of Surrey foreſeeing his Puniſh- 
ment, went to work, and tried what he could 
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do to promote a General Riſing. He rode to 


Wallingford, Abingdon, Cirenceſter, at the laſt of 
which he loſt his Life. The Towaſmen roſe 
againſt him and the Earl of Salisbary, and got 
the better of them. They would have given 
over their Attempt, and withdrawn themſelves 
in the Night, but were prevented. Then they 
ſet the Town on Fire by a Stratagem of a Prieſt 
in their Company, to keep the People em- 
ployed whilſt they. made their Eſcape. But 
that Project only encreaſed the Rage of the 
Inhabitants, who cut off their Heads after they 
had taken Sanctuary in the Abbey. | 

Edmond his Brother, by Virtue of an old En- 
tail, enjoyed the Earldom of Kent, and had Li- 
very of this and other Manors. He married 
Lucy, Daughter of the Earl of Milan, was con- 


ſtituted Lord Admiral of Exgland in the gth - 


of Henry IV. and was ſoon after killed at a Siege 
in Britanny by an Arrow from a Croſs- Bow. 
He left the following Perſons his Coheirs : E- 
mond Son of Eleanor late Counteſs of March, 
Daughter of Thomas the Elder late Earl of nt, 
and one of the Siſters of Edmond, Brother of 
the ſaid Thomas; Joan Dutchels of Tork, Wife 


of Sir William de Willoughby, Kant ; Margaret, firſt 


married to John Earl of Somerſet, atterwards 
to Thomas Duke of Clarence; Eleanor, married 
to Thomas Earl of Salisbury; Elizabeth, married 
to Sir John Nevil, Kant : 'Theſe were his Siſters. 
This Manor, with Ware, fell to the fourth Si- 
ſter Eleanor, Wife of Thomas de Montacute Earl 
of Salisbury. He was in great Favour with 


Henry V. followed him at ſeveral Sieges and 


a Battel in Normandy, was preferred by that 
King to the Earldom of Perk, in Normanay, the 
Barony and Caſtle of Langry, and at length 
made Lieutenant-General of that Dutchy, and 
was one of the Nobility that were left there 
on the Death of King Henry, to defend the 
Engliſb Acquiſitions. B 

He laid Siege to Main, and battered it with 
great Guns, which ſoon ſurrendered, having 
never ſeen Ordnance before. Thence he went 
and attacked Orleans; but the Meaſure of his 
Glories being full, he was killed, as he was 
viewing the Town out of a Window, by a 
Splinter of the Window Frame driven into his 
Face by a Ball out of a Braſs Gun. This

Henry Duke of Warwick, and was in her Right 
Earl of Warwick, The heroic Spirit of Thomas 
Earl of Salisbury, lately mentioned, deſcended 
by Female Conveyance to the great Grandſon 
Richard, ſur named the Staat Earl of Warwick. 
Him we have ſeen at Berzet Field taken off, af- 
ter a long Sunſhine of Power and Proſperity. 
His Hoſpitality and his Valour raiſed him to a 
general Eſteem. His Breakfaſts of ſix Oxen at 
a Time, could not but endear him to Exgliſb 
Stomachs. His Gallantry made him the Envy 
of the Age he lived in, and of all that have 
heard his Name. His Preſence, as far as hu- 
man Means can reach, would turn the Fate 
of a Battel. What nobler Inſtance have we 
of clear Courape, than he ſhewed after the Fight 
of Ferry-Bridge, when he was beaten ſupporting 
Edward IV. againſt. Henry VI. The next Day 
he engaged the victorious Army, and in the 
. King's Preſence killed his own Horſe, to ſhew 
he made no Proviſion for Flight, but would 
die by the Side of thoſe that would ſtand by 
bim? Diſguſt made him take the contrary Part, 
when the King married a Subject whilſt he 
was ſolliciting a Match for him in Fance, as 
Ambaſſador, His laſt Defeat upon Gladmore 
Common, is by our Hiſtorians attributed to that 
Providence, which is ſuperior to human Prow- 
eſs; A Fog that hindered Warnict's Men 
from diſcerning their Enemies, occaſioned them 
to cut one another in Pieces. 
He left two Daughters, Iſabel and Any, his 


| Heirs, the firſt married to George Duke of Cla- 


. rence, the ſecond to Edward Prince of Wales. 
This Manor and that of Ware, were in Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Duke of Clarence, and therefore 
preſumed to be ſettled upon him in Mar- 
.riage. | 
Fdward Prince of Wales, Son of Henry VI. 
Was taken at the Battle of Tewksbury, and brought 
to' Edward IV, who demanded of him, How he 
dared to enter the Realm in Arms? The Ca 
.tive anſwered, To recover my Father's King- 
dom and Inheritance. Upon this Anſwer, the 
King either ſtruck him with his Gauntlet, or 
thruſt him away in an Air of Anger, which 
Encouraged the Standers-by to fall on and kill 
him in cold Blood. It was an Anſwer perhaps 
not one Man in a Hundred could have taken 
with Temper. But would not every Man that 
defires the Name of Hero,wiſh himſelf then that 
Hundredth ? How eaſy is it to tread upon a 
Worm ? What is there that could have re- 
commended a Prifoner to the Mercy of a ge- 
nerous Conqueror, more than a manly Defence? 
If you treat a Garriſon: well, becauſe they have 
behaved themſelves gallantly, tho? to your own 
Damage, why not a ſingle Perſon of that Gar- 
riſon, who ſhews he could fight becauſe he can 
ſpeak? The latter, in ſuch an Emergency, 
ews the greater Preſence of Mind. The ve- 
ry asking the Queſtion would, in a Court of 
Humanity, carry in it half a Pardon. I am 
put upon giving à Reaſon: for my Actions, 
and I have given a good one. Hardy as it 
was, it would have melted down the Reſent- 
ment of the moſt cholerick Victor, if his Fancy 
had not led him into an Imitation of the ſavage 
Species below us, rather than the moſt exalted 
of our own Kind. The ſerene Temper, Succeſs 
and Victory naturally produce, and Gratitude 


for the providential Incidents to which they are 


and Barbarians of Revenge. 

George Duke of Clarence, the other Son- in- 
law of Warwick, tho? Brother to King Edward, 
is ſent off the Stage too in an inhuman Man- 
ner. It paſſes for the Ambition of his other 
Brother the Duke of Glouceſter, who is ſaid to 
have meditated and contrived his Ruin, but 
took great Care to appear innocent of it. Cla- 
rence Was repreſented a Conjurer; that he kept 
in his Service Sorcerers and Necromancers; 
who predicted ill Fortune to the King; and 
the Loſs of his Crown. One of his Servants 
was convicted of a Crime to this Purpoſe, ar- 
raigned, condemned, and executed in two Days 
time. The Duke himſelf, ſoon after, was ei- 
ther in Form of Law or Treachery, brought 
to his End. Some Authors tell us he was put 
into a Butt of Malmſey; others, that he had 
a formal Trial in Parliament, was found guilty, 
and beheaded. The King, it ſeems, expreſſed 
afterwards ſome Remorſe, and complained of 
his hard Fate, that No-body would ſpeak a 
Word in behalf of his Brother Clarence. The 
Fact could not have been without his Royal 
Approbation or Appointment, or we ſhould 
— heard of ſome Puniſhment of the Offen-

If we may pry into the Incentives of theſe . 
monſtrous Proceedings, 'tis probable the bitter 
Enmity he bore to Clarence and his Wife, had 
its Foundation in old Marwick's Crime, which 
was to be revenged upon his Daughter and 
Son-in-law. He grew after this, we are told, 
peeviſh and morole, and did not enjoy himſelf 
as before, If all this is to be reſolved into 
Spleen and Vapours, his Subjects ſhould have 
had a Litany againſt that potent Diſeaſe, that 
it might not exert itſelt upon potent Men. 

Not only the Cruelty, but the odd Humour 
of this Age, in other Reſpects, would make one 
imagine it was the Ambition of the Time to 
efface all the Veſtigia of Civility and Politeneſs. 
A Series of War and Blood ſhed, Plunder and 
Revenge, amongſt the Antagoniſts for the 
Crown, ſeems to have debaſed the Genius 
of the People, and reduced them to the admi- 
red State of Nature. The Duke of Glouceſter, 
afterwards Richard III. is an Inſtance that Hu- 
manity, barbariz'd as it had been in him in his 
ſofteſt Pleaſures, affected to be ludicrous. He 
married Ann, younger Daughter of the great 
Warwick, whoſe Husband, Prince Edward, him- 
ſelf with Dorſet and Haſtings, had murthered 
in the King's Preſence : Whoſe Father, Henry 
VI. an innocent Prince, was murthered by his 
own Hands. He had been Contriver of the 
Duke of Clarence, his own Brother's Death, who 
was Brother-in-law to this very Lady. He 
had: been the Murtherer of his two Nephews, 
one of them his lawful King 1a preſent, the 
other upon Failure would have been ſo. 

Upon this Match, the King ſettled all the 
late Earl of Warwick's Manors, in Tail Special, 
upon Glouceſter, which at his Death fell to the 
Crown. 7

Mr. Blackwell had a Son Robert, and Robert a 
Son Richard, to whom the Grandfather con- 
veyed his two Thirds.

He was ſent into Handers in Aid of the 
Emperor Maximilian. And afterwards was Ge- 
neral of the Forces raiſed to ſuppreſs the Inſur- 
rection of the Corniſh Men. the firſt Year 
of this King's Reign, he had a Grant of many 
' Manors in Suſſex, forfeited by the Attainder of 
the Duke of Norfolk, who was killed at Boſ- 
worth Field. =y 

Thomas his eldeſt Son, upon his Death, the 
17th of Henry VIII. came to the Eſtate. He 
joined with the Peers in the Declaration they 
ſent to Pope Clement, adviſing him to comply 
with the King in the Divorce, for if he did 
not, his Supremacy was in Danger. He had 
no Iſſue, and therefore brought up his Brother's 
Son William in his Houſe to be his Heir. The 
young Man was weary of NT ſo he got 
a Doſe of Poiſon ready for his Uncle, but Was 
diſcovered before he had done his Work. The 
Uncle got him attainted by a ſpecial Act of 
Parliament in the 2d of Edward VL diſabling 
him from holding his Honour or his Lands ; 
yet William - bb him. He ſerved in Queen 
Mary's Army at the Siege of St. Quintin in Pi- 
cardy, He obtained in the 5th of Elizabeth an 
Act for his Reſtoration in Blood, and a new 
Creation to be Lord De la Ware. 

His Son and Heir Thomas found ſtill farther 
Favour from the Queen. He got an Att to re- 
ſtore him to the Place and Precedency of his 
Anceſtors: And married a Daughter of Sir 
Francis Knolles, Treaſurer to the Queen's Houſe- 
hold. He had two Sons, Robert and Thomas, 
Robert married one of the Daughters and Co- 
heirs of Sir Herry Cock of Broxborn, as we have 
ſeen in Broxborz, and died in the Life-time of 
his Father. 

The next Lord of this Manor to be found is 
Henry Hickman, who once preſented to the 
Rectory 1584.

About half a Mile from Baſbey, in the preat 
Road to London, lies Clay-Hill; which I take to 
be the Place remarkable for the famous Paſſage 
it gave to King Edmund Ironſide and his Army 
1016. The Sum of the Story, as related by 
Higden in his Polychronicon, Mathew of Weſtmin= 


ſter, Florence of Worceſter, and others, is this: 


Canutus with his Forces had laid ſtraight Siege 
to London; but being beaten off by the Citi- 
zens, he haſtily withdrew into Dorſerſhire ; 
where, at a Place called Pen near Gillingham 
King Edmund came up with him, and torally 

routed him. On the 27th of -Fuly following 
both Parties engaged again at a Place calle 

Scearſlan or 9 on the Confines of Ox- 


ford and Worceſterſhire ; or, as others conjecture, 


at Sherſton in Wiltſhire ; where after a ſharp 
Encounter, which held two Days, the Danes 
were like to be entirely defeated, had not Duke 
Edric, of treacherous Memory, diſheartned 
the victorious Engliſh. However, Canutus not 


daring to venture another Battle. withdrew in 


the Night towards London, Which he again be- 
ſieged. Edmund purſued him with all Expedi- 
tion through Oxfordſhire and Buckinghamſhire; and 
directing his March altogether on the North 
Side of Thames, recruited his Forces, very ſore- 
ly ſhatter'd in the late Actions, as he paſſed 
along, till at length entering this County by 
Watford, he came to Clay. Hill, Cleighangre as the 
Saxon Chronicle expreſly calls it. From hence 
he proceeded directly to London; and having 
forced Canutus to raiſe the Siege, he paſſed 
with his Army over the Thames at Brentford, 
where he gave the Danes a ſignal Overthrow. 
Mr. Somner ſuppoſes this might be at Cleybary, 
in the Hundred of Beconſtree in Eſſex; bur ſince 


Clay- Hill in Hertfordſhire exactly anſwers all Cir- 


cumſtances of the Story, lying near Watling- 
ſtreet, the military Way oa the North Side the 
Thames, I preſume to fix it here, till removed 
by Authority of ſtronger Arguments. Nor do 
I find in the Maps of Eſſex ſuch a Place in that 
Hundred, except Mr, Goodere's Houſe on a 
Hill above Woodford Bridge, called Claybary, 
which was nothing but Wood long ſince the 
Time of Canutus. |

It is rr allowed, that the Segon 
tiaci were the old Inhabiters of the e of 
Holaſhot in Hampſhire, the Bibroci of the Hun- 
dred of Bray in Berkſhire, and the Ancalites of 
the Hundred of Henley in Oxfordſhire ; in which 
laſt County is Caſſington. 

That which determines me againſt farther 
Search in this obſcure Affair, is, that the Ori- 
ginal Charter of Donations granted by King 
Offa to the Abbey of St. Alban 's, Caiſbo is writ- 
ten Ætcaegeſbo, which plainly ſhews the Name 
to have a Saxon Deſcent. So that I am con- 
tent to fit down with Ignoramus, except this be 
admitted. Ir ſeems to be named from the 
River Gade, ſo from Gadeſhoo, Caiſhoo. Hoo is the 
Name of ſeveral Seats: Latonhoo in Bedfordſhire, 
the Seat of the Nappters : Stagenhoo for that of 
Heyſbam in this County: The Hoo in Kempton is 
Sir Henry Kęate s. Gade has given Name with- 
out Queſtion to both the Gadeſdens near its 
Riſe. And it flows juſt under Caſhiobary, hav- 
ing joined the Bulbory at two Waters near 


empſted. It's true, from that Place the Gade 


has, with the preſent Age, loſt its Name, and 
is ſwallowed up in Balborn. It was anciently 
Gade, not Bulborn. And in ſome of the new 
Editions of Camden's Maps, it is called the Ri- 

ver Hunton from a Bridge of that Name over 
it. If every River had its Due, this would be 
the Gade throughout, and the modern Pretences 
but Uſurpation. 

Watford (as Part of Caiſboe) was given by 
King Offa ro the Monaſtery of St. Alban. It 
had the Confirmation of ſucceeding Kings, and 
Increaſe of Privilege. Henry I. granted them a 
Market. Edward IV. two Fairs; one on Tri- 
nity Monday, to laſt three Days; another on St. 
John Baptiſt, for two Days. Upon the Diſſolu- 
tion, this Town remained in the Crown, till 
James I. in the 7th of his Reign, granted it by 


Letters Patents to Truſtees for the Uſe of Tho- 


mas Lord Egerton, Baron of Eleſmere, Lord Chan- 
cellor, from whom it deſcended to his Grace 
the preſent Duke of Bridgewater. | 

The Manor was granted to him with all its 
Rights and Privileges ; with the Rents of the 
Freeholders, amounting to 111. 16s. 3 d. per 
Ann. the Rents of Aſſize of Cuſtomary Te. 
nants 61, 8s. 2d. moveable Rents rs. 64. a 
Quarter of Oats for Lands late in Poſſeſſion of 
Thomas Woodward : Harward's in Watford, with 
the Houſe, Lands, &c. belonging to it, at 
81. 135. 4d. waſte Ground in New. ſtreet, late 
Batemans ; two Acres in Corſey Hedge; Toll 
of Markets and Fairs, and all the Privileges 
2 Abbots enjoyed, except Advowſon of Be- 
nefices. *

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The Manor of Caruopury., 


This was ancient Demeſne of the Saxon 
Kings, before it was given to St, Albay's, as 
appears from an Inquiſition of the 6th of Ed- 
ward I. The Jury found, that the Manors of 
Caiſhoe, Rickmerſworth, and Saundridge were an- 
cient Demeſne held of the King Time out of 
Mind, before the Conqueſt, by the Abbots of 
St. Albans. There is a Tradition, that this 
was ſometimes the Reſidence of Offa: And 
then it will be no Wonder that the Hundred 
ſhould be named from it upon the Conqueſt. 
It was more ſuitable to the Normans, that a 
Hundred ſhould be diſtinguiſhed by the Reſi- 


- dence of a Mercian King, than by the Name of 


Albaneſton, as it had been before. This will be 
more probable, if we remember the high Af- 
front Abbot Frederick gave the Conqueror, and 
the Revenge he took tor the ſame. 

Henry VIII. granted this, Manor to Richard 
Moryſon, Eſq; with the full Privileges the Abbot 
enjoyed. This Gentleman was in high Employ- 
ments under that King, and Edward VI. He 
was Ambaſlador to the Emperor Charles V. He 
married Bridget, Daughter of John Lord Huſſey 
of Lincolnſhire, and had a Son Charles and two 
Daughters, 4 Sibilla the Elder, married to 
Edward. eldeſt Son of the Earl of Bedford, and 
after his Death Arthur Lord Grey of Wilton. 
Elizabeth the younger, married to William, Son 
and Heir of Henry Lord Norris. Caſbiobury 
Houſe was in part built by Mr. Moryſoz ; but 
he died before it was finiſhed, at Strasburg 1556, 
in his Return from rah. The Seat is elegant, 
the Situation as well choſen as the County af- 
fords; upon a dry Spot within a Park, facing 
the South Eaſt Sun, with the River at a proper 
Diſtance below it, and a pleaſant Hill behind 
it. Mrs. Moryſon his Widow enjoy'd it during 
her Life. She was afterwards twice married ; 
to Henry Earl of Rutland, and Francis Earl of 
Bedford, She out-lived them both, had no 
Children by either, and died at 75. 

Sir Charles Moryjon, Son and Heir, ſucceeded, 
and compleated the Building. He married Do- 
rothy, Daughter of Nicholas Clerk, Eſq; and had 
a Son and Daughter, Charles and Bridger. His 
Daughter was married to Robert Earl of Saſſex. 
Sir Charles died 1599. Upon his Death the 
Lady enjoyed this Place for Lite. 

After her, Sir Charles Moryſon her Son, made 
a Baronet 1611, and Knight of the Bath at the 
Coronation of King Charles I, He was Knight 
of the Shire'in the 21ſt of Fames I. Burgeſs for 
St. Albans 1ſt of Charles I. and for Hertford in 
the 4th Year of that King. He married Mary, 
ſecond Daughter of Baptiſt Hicks Viſcount Cam- 
den, and left only a Daughter Elizabeth, mar- 
ried to Arthur Lord Capel of Hadham, who left 
a Son Arthur, made Earl of Eſſex by King 
Charles II. The Earl of Eſſex married Elizabeth, 
Daughter of Algernon Earl of Northumberland; 
left. a Son Algernon, who married Mary, Daugh- 
ter of William Earl of Portland; and he a Son 
William, who at preſent enjoys the Honour, 
Of this honourable Family we have a larger 
Account in Hadham, of which they are Barons, 
and of which they have been longer Owners.

John de Wheathamſted, the famous BenefaQor 
to the Abbey of St. Alban's, who was the 33d 
Abbot, reſigned, and after the Death of his 
Succeſſor, was rechoſen, amongſt many other 
Manors purchaſed this for that Church. After 
the Diſſolution, it was granted to Richard and 
John Rondoll, who held it in the Time of Ed- 
ward VI. at the Rent of 1/4. 8s. From them

WATFORD. 


This was given to the Church of St. Alban's 
by Sir Richard de Oxey, Kant. from whom it is 
thought to take its Name; but more probably 
he took his from the Place. In the Donation is 
expreſſed, All his Land which Osbert Weſt ſome 


time held in this Vill, which lies between the 
Land of Richard Pinnore and Henry Barnard. 


After the Diſſolution it was in the Hands of one 


Heydon, perhaps the Lord of the Grove. From 
him Sir James Altham, Knight of the Bath, pur- 
chaſed it, who is to be found at Buckland, His 
Family are at Mark-Hall in Eſſex. Sir James 
left only a Daughter his Heir, married to Jahn 
Earl of Carbery). That Earl fold it to Sir Milliam 
Bucknell, Knighted 1670, who built the Seat 
here. Sir John was his Heir, Knighted 1683. 
He married Mary, Daughter of Sir John Read 
of Brockei- Hall, and left a Son William Buckaall, 
Eſq; preſent Poſſeſſor. He bears, Or 2 Cheve- 
Erd Gules, between 3 Bucks Heads ca boched 
Sable. 

The Impropriation of the Rectory was 
granted to John Lord Ruſſel, who held it at the 
Rent of 235. 44. From him it paſſed to the 
Moryſons, and thence to the Earls of Eſſex. 

The Advowſon of the Vicarage is in the Earl 
of Eſſex. It lies in the Archdeaconry of Sr, 
Alban's. 6 

Geoffrey the 16th Abbot gave two Parts of 
the Tythe Corn. of this whole Pariſh to the 
Church of the Holy Trinity de Boſco near Margate 
in Bedfordſhire, which he built twice from the 
Foundation. This, Mathew Paris ſaith, was 
reckoned one of his AQts prejudicial to his 
Abbey. | ; 

There is in this Pariſh a Hamlet called Le- 
veſden, chargeable by itſelf in publick Taxes, 
and reckoned in the Hundred of Dacorum. 

The Church is dedicated to the Virgin Mary. 
On the North Side the Chancel is a Chapel, 
built by Sir Charles Moryſon ; on the South ano- 
ther built by Heydon. r.

The Manor of Cx OSSELE x. 


This was poſſeſſed by the Monaſtery of St.

So ſaid, ſo done. The Biſhop ſtrikes in with 
the Earl to depoſe that King the Earl had with 
ſo much Valour advanced to the Throne. The 
Earl ſurprizes the King in his Camp, and ſends 
him away Priſoner to the Biſhop, to be kept in 
Miadleham Caſtle. The Biſhop ſuffers him to 
enjoy gteat Liberties, and even allows him to 
hunt; which Opportunity his Friends took to 
carry him off from his Keepers. Was it Indo- 
lence that he looked no better after his Priſoner ? 
Or the Stimulus of Remorſe for having lifted up 
his Hand againſt the ſacred Perſon of his Sove- 
reign ? It would puzzle an ordinary Brain, and 
muſt be left to a Writer of Secret Hiſtory, to 
ſtrike out a beautiful Character from hence; 
eſpecially if we follow the Biſhop in the reſt of 
his Tergiverſations. The Time came abour 
when King Henry's Cauſe grew lame. The 
Biſhop, by Warwick's Advice, carries him thro' 
the City of London on Horſeback, that his Ap- 
pearance might ſpirit the People into Zeal for 
his Party. The want of Huzzas was a thou- 
ſand Arguments to his Grace. The Vox, tho' 
filent, had its Weight. He made up Matters 
with Edward, and was received to Favour. And 
when that King entered the City, and went 
from Paul's to London Houſe, the Biſhop came 
to him with the unfortunate Henn in his Hand, 
whom he delivered up to his Revenge, and 
Glouceſter butchered him in the Tower. This 
Manor was again in the Crown, and Henry VII. 
in the firſt of his Reign, granted it by the Name 
of De la more to John Vere, Earl of Oxford, and 
Margaret his Wite, Daughter of Richard Earl of 
Salisbary, and to her Heirs. The Earl of Ox- 
ford led the Vantguard of his Army, and per- 


formed great Services at Boſworth Field. The 


Manor reverted, and King James I. granted it 
to Woodward and Lacy, Eſquires, and their Heirs, 
They levied a Fine for the Uſe of the Earl of 
Bedford for Life, Remainder to Lacy his Wife, 
and Heirs. They fold it to William Earl of 
Pembroke. The Earl conveyed it to Sir Charles 
Harbord, and others in Teull, who 1655 paſſed 
it to Sir Richard Franklyn. Sir Richard married 
the Lady Ann, Widow. of Thomas Barrington, Eſq;

It appears by the Patents of King Henry VI. 
that King granted Licence to encloſe fix hun- 
dred Acres of Land in Rykemereſworth and Wat- 
ford to make a Park, and to embottel the Scite 
of the Manor of More in Rykemerſworth.

was in the 4th of his Reign; but there is no 
Sign either Intention was purſued. Nor is the 
Perſon remembred the Grant was made to.

Lord of the More. It is alſo probable the Ma- 
nor of the More and that of More Park were then 
the ſame. For a Man ſo great as the Biſhop, 


or his Father, would never have had a potent 


Neighbour ſo near him, as within a Quarter of 
a Mile. They had their Precincts more entire. 
Nor was it agreeable, to the next Owner we 
find here, Cardinal Woolſey, to have built where 
he had not Elbow Room. So that upon the 
Failure of Iſſue in Vere Lord of Oxford and 
Margaret, it is to be conjectured the Cardinal 
had the whole: And that the Diviſion was 
made by Queen Elizabeth or King James; and 
that there is a Miltake of fix hundred for ſixty 
Acres of Park. Upon Woolſey's Diſgracè it fell 
in to the Crown. King James granted it to 
Francis Earl of Bedford and Bridget his Lady, 
who ſurviving, conveyed it to William Earl of 
Pembroke, from whom it paſs'd to Robert Cary, a 
younger Son of the Lord Hanſdon. He was 
Knighted by Queen Eliz. made Warden of the 
Marches, and Lord Cary of Lepington. King 
James made him Earl of Monmouth. He mar- 
ried Eliz.” Daughter of Sir Hugh Trevanian. 
His eldeſt Son Henry, made Knight of the Bath 
at the Creation of Charles Prince of Wales 1616 
Tucceeded. He married Martha, eldeſt Daugh- 
ter of Lionel Earl of Middleſex, and died with- 
out Iſſue Male. This, as the Manor of More 
was ſold to Sir Charles Harbord, who conveyed 
it to Sir Richard Franklyn, Sir Richard fold it to 
Thomas Earl of Oſſom, eldeſt Son of the Duke 
of Ormond, who was called to Parliament the 
18th of Charles II. by the Title of Lord Boteler 
of Moor Park. He married Amelia, Da ughter 
of Louis de Naſſau, Lord of Beverwart, by whom 
he had two Sons James and Charles, and four 
Daughters. James, atterwards Duke of Or- 
mona, ſucceeded, and fold it to the Duke of 
Monmouth. The Duke of Monmouth married 
Ann, Daughter and ſole Heir of Fancis Earl of 
Buccleugh, on whom More Park was ſettled. The 
Dutcheſs afterwards married Charles Lord Corn- 
wallis, She fold in 1720 to Benjamin Heskins 
Styles, Eſq; preſent Poſſeſſor. He bears, Sable 
a Feſſe Argent, frettee of the Field between . 
Fleurs de Lys of the 2d, within a Bordure Or. 
The Duke of Monmouth built the Houſe here 
which ſtands upon the Side of the Hill, facing 
Caſhiobary on the other Side the River. It has 
been allowed as good a Piece of Brickwork as 
any in England. Thoſe that lately have curi- 
oully view'd it, could not fiad one Brick decay- 
ed. The Garden is commended by Sir William 
Temple as the beſt laid out of any he had ſeen. 
Mr. Styles is making the Place moſt magnifi- 
cent, having built a South Front of Stone with 
Colonades, io which there is to be an Openin 
made through the Hill, that at preſent obſtructs 
the View towards Uxbridge. A North Front of 
the ſame is deſigned, the Hill towards Watford 
being already cut through for a Viſto; in. dig- 
ging were found Veins of Sea Sand with Mul- 
cles in it. The Inſide of the Houſe is alſo adorn- 
ed with admirable Work and Painting.

There is a Manor of the Duke of Beaufort ad- 
joining to Monmouth of the ſame Name; poſſi- 
bly theſe Eſtates were poſſeſſed by one ſur- 
named de la Troy.

Mathew Paris informs us, the Wife of Derlewin 
held Lands in Syret, for which ſhe paid yearly 
ſixty Shillings to the Abbey of St. Alban's. Paul 
the 14th Abbot granted Syer, without Conſent 
of his Monks, to Robert the Maſon, and his 
Heirs, as a Recompence for his ſingular Skill 
and Workmanſhip in repairing the Church and 
other Edifices; though he had agreed to pay 
Him in Money without Grievance to the Church. 
Robert, upon his .Death-bed, conſidering the 
Weakneſs of his Title, ſurrendred his Lands in- 
to the Hands of Hamelin, Prior of the Houſe, 
for the Uſe of the Convent. | 
Richard the 15th Abbot gave theſe Lands to 

Peter the Butler of William Earl of Moreton, as 

a Marriage Portion with his Niece. . 
Geoffrey the 16th Abbot, Founder of the Ho- 
ſpital of St. Julian's, aſſigned 309. per Ann. to 
be paid to that Hoſpital, which Peter de Syret 
paid. Robert de Gorham the 18th Abbot gave to 
Ralph his Brother the Land of Syrer, contrary 
to the Prohibition of the Monks. 5

from Croſs. The Letters T and C have ſo 
great an Affinity, that Troy may be eably miſta- 
ken for Croy; that Roſe alſo comes near Croſe. 
It is ſometimes pronounced Crouch, and Men of 
that Name have the Croſs for their Arms. It 
has been called the: Manor of Roſe-Hall, Croſe- 
Hall is no great Deviation from the other.

This is a Name not fo old as the Conqueſt, for 
the Lands contained in it are, in Domeſday, ſaid to 
lie in the Hundred of Danais, and the Hundred 
of Tring. We have no Inſtances of the Normans 
naming Diſtticts or Places by Latin Names, and if 
they had done it here, we ſhould have had rather 
Danorum than Dacorum. I take it to be ſome 
more modern barbarous Compoſuion. Danais 
might probably mean Danes or Daniſh ; Da nois 


in French was pethaps the Word, from which one 
Letter only is changed. As this Dacorum is made 
up of the Hundreds of Danais and Tring, one 


would expect that the two old Names ſhould make 


the new one. And fo perhaps they do. Danais 
cum Tring may have been, by unaccurate Writers 
and Speakers, deformed into Dacorum. We may 
gueſs the Corruption to have been firſt in the Pro- 
nunciation, then in the Clerks. The firſt Syllable 
is the ſame as in Danais, the ſecond may be well 
enough from cum, and if the third were once ring, 
it is no great Alteration to rum. It this Conjecture 
will not be admitted till a betrer is found, I would 
only ask how that Street in Cheſhant, which in 
Maps and the Memory of Man was Croſsbrook-+ 


ſtreet, is by conſent mollified into Carbuncle- 
ſtreet ?

Another of his Patents dated at 
Weſtminſter, in the 8th of his Reign, gives them 
the Manor of Langley, with the Cloſe adjoining 
to the Priory, and Chiperville Wood for Fewel, 
and other Neceſſaries. Who this Roger Helle was, 
I cannot find, except it was Roger de Lacy. He 
lived in 1206. His Father is in the Monaſticon, in 
the Hiſtory of the Lacy's, called John. This John 
duxit in Uxorem Aliciam Vere Uxorem Willielmi 
Mandevill, & genuit Rogerum de Helle (a Vallen- 
ſibus ita cagnominatum eo quod eoſdem Wallicos 
Regi Angliæ Rebellis tanquam inferni undique de- 
vaſtavit.) 
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I know Sir Richard Baker's Chronicle, and Sir 
William Dugdales Warwickſhire, do both affirm 
this Houſe of Dominicans was founded by Edw, ll. 
about the Year 1312. to pray for the Soul of his 
dear Minion Piers Gaveſton,' who was beheaded 
by Order of the diſcontented Barons at Blackl/ow- 
Hill, neat Warwick ; and buried here two Years 
after, being removed from the Church of the 
Dominicans at 2 where he was firſt interted. 

auncy's Evidence oi the Patents 
of Edward I. convinceth me. Baker faith Ed. 
ward II. founded the Friary, and built the Houle. 
It is no wonder if he built a new and larger Houſe 
in Reſpect to ſo great a Favourite, and yet there 
might be a meaner before of Roger Helles erect- 
ing. | | 
We muſt not here forget the Figure Zdmond of 
Langley made in the World, becauſe he was not 
only born here, but buried with his Conſort Iſa- 
bel, younger Daughter of Don Pedro, King of 
Caſtile ; by whom he had Edward Earl of Nut- 
land, Richard Earl of Cambridge, and Conſtance, 
married to Thomas Spencer, Earl of Glouceſter, 
The King his Father granted him in the 21ſt of 
his Reign, all the Manors, Caſtles, and Lands, be- 
yond Trent, formerly John Warren's, Earl of 
Surrey, which were managed by Queen Philippa, 
his Mother; and afterwards made him Earl of 
Cambridge. Richard Il. made him Duke of Tork, 
with 100 J. Annuity out of that County, and 
many other Perquiſites, as well as 500 J. per Ann. 
out of the Port of London, till 1000 l. in Land 
ſhould be ſettled on him. He was created with the 
putting on a Sword and a Cap, with a Wreath of 


Gold. Iſabel, by Conſent of her Husband, made 
a Will, appointing to be buried where the King 


pleaſed ; And to have, on the Day of her Death, 
a hundred Trentals, and a hundred Pſalters ſaid for 
her Soul: Four Prieſts, or one at leaſt, to ſing for 
her four Years : Upon the Day of her Burial her 
beſt Horſe to be delivered for her Mortuary.

Prince was buried here by the Biſhop of Cheſter, 
the Abbots of St. Albans and Waltham, without 
one Man of Quality to attend his Obſequies. His 
Murder was barbarous, but the Cavalcade after it 
ſporting in Blood 'and Revenge. Mr. Camden 
mentions the Thing with Deteſtation, ſpeaking of 
Pontefract Caſtle, the Scene of this vile Action.

the Apparatus of Death, for Sir Piers Exton, and 
Eight others, fell upon him with Pole-Axes, and 
chined him down. Sir Richard Baker tells us, he 
wreſted the Ax out of the Hands of the foremoſt 
Aſſaſſin, and killed four of the Company with his 
own Hand. Then Sir Piers gave him the deciſive 
Stroke, He reſign'd his Lite with a better Grace

than he did his Crown. Unleſs we believe the 
Terror of Majeſty, and the Conſcience of Parri. 
cide (for ſuch it was, if Allegiance. was due by 
the fifth Commandment) wrought upon the faint 
Hearts of thoſe Volunticrs in Wickednels. - + _ 
Why muſt he be carried from Place to Place, and 
his Face expoſed to View, on pretence of con- 
vincing the People he was dead? Was not the 
three Days Shew at Pauls ſuſficient for that Pur- 
poſe? Or was it a Gothick Triumph? What was 
to be feared from him that had twice forfeited his 
Crown, fiſt by Male Adminiſtration, and next by 
conſeſling it? Theſe Words of his Reſignation 
ſigned and (worn to, ſurcly might have been 
thought enough : I do confels, acknowledge, 
e repute, and truly of certain Knowledge, judge 
« my ſelf to be inſufficient for the Government of 
* the ſaid Kingdom and Dominions, and for my 
« notorious Demerits not unworthily depos d.“ Sir 
Richard tells us he read the whole himſelf, deſired 
the Duke of Lancaſter might ſucceed him, put 
his own Signet upon the Duke's Finger. Amongſt 
the Dirges and the Requiems that were ſung for the 
Reſt of his Soul, King Henry himſelf muſt bear a 
Part at Weſtminſter.

The People in general were 
enraged at his Behaviour, and followed ſome 
of the Barons, who took him out of a Caſtle 
in Torkſhire. When he could make no longer 
Defence, he delivered himſelf up, upon Condi- 
tion he might once ſee the King. The Earl of 
Pembroke undertook (upon Pain of forfeiting all 
he had in the World) to carry him to the King, 
and bring him back ro abide the Judgment of 
the Barons.

The Hiſtory of A»ſtie is, that Eaftace, Earl of 
Boloign, reſided here, and erected his Caſtle, 
by Command of the Conqueror, on a high 
Hill, raiſed for the Pur 
Hill of Watemore Caſtle at Storiford. The De- 
ſign of this was to keep the Engliſh/in Awe. 
But it appears that the Barons, in their Wars 
with King John, enlarged this Fortification, 
by taking in that Ground upon the Flat, with 
which a Communication was held by a Bridge 
over the Moat. For King Henry commanded 
Nicholas de Aneſtie to demoliſh fo much of it 
as had been built in thoſe Wars, and was a 
Nurſery of Rebels. The ſame Barons holding 
out Berkamſted againſt the King, after they had 
taken it, it is not unlikely that they enlarged 
the Fortification here as at Anſtie. Nor does 
there ſeem to be any Thing of Roman Work

ther is there any Convenience of Water at Dan- 


There is conſtantly ſtanding Water in 
the Ponds there, which comes down from the 
Hills 5 a Rain; but that would not have 
been thought good enough for the Romans, 
either in their Kitchin, or at their Table; and 
the Spring Water that is now got up at Dun- 
ſtable, is from a great Depth with Art and 
Expence, which we don't find the Roman Ar- 
mies uſed, or would have run the Hazard of 
wanting upon a ſudden Expedition, I never 


ſaw a Roman Camp half a Mile from good 


running Water. 


--” Farther, this Watlirg-ſtreet is ſo different from 
the other three, which the Saxons called Streets, 
and the Normians Chemini Majores, that it is not 
like them, firaight, but winding, We ſhall 
find it near fixty Miles farther than the Poſt 
Road between Cheſter and London. And the 
Etymology ſeems to be from this Winding or 
Watteling, as the Saxons called their Hurdles, 
"where Withs are wound about Staves. 

© To confirm this I muſt ſtep out of my Way 
to Bedfordſbire, to ſee if the Etymology of Campi 
Candidi will not do there as well as at Dunſt able 
for Magiovinium.

Darocobrive is from the Britiſh Language made 
Aquarum Concurſus. There is at Herford a 


Confluence of two or three Streams which an- 
ſwers ſo far, but then there are no Roman Re- 
mains. At Berkamſted neither Confluence of 
Water, nor Remains. At Ravensborough, within 
a Quarter'of'a Mile, is à fine Spring, which 
runs down to Hexton, and meets there another 


Stream riſing at the Beryſtede near the Church, 
which is indeed a very remarkable one. It 


comes pouring out of the Earth in ſuch Plenty, 


that it would turn a Mill in a very little Way; 


and hath been fince the · Roman Times thought 
' worthy of a Saint's Name. It was called St. 
Faith's Well, ro which the Church alfo is dedi- 
cated, and the Image of St. Faith was placed 


over it. There is alſo in this Neighbourhood 
ſuch a Current from the Hills after Rain, and 


with ſuch a remarkable Noiſe; as might give 
Occaſion to this Britiſh! Name, which was after

ed Camps, ſuch as perhaps the Iſland can pro- 


duce no Equal to. Mr. Camden obſerves, that 
Bedford has been by ſome reckoned the Lactodo- 
rum of Antoninus. He can't allow it to be fo, 
becauſe *tis not ſituated on à military Way, 
which is the Thing to be proved; and becauſe 
Coins are not found here, which we are not to 
inſiſt upon, becauſe, like ' Hertford, ' it was a 
Paſſage, not a Station. But how came Bedford 
to be taken for. Laffodoram, by any body worth 
Mr. Camden's Notice, if there were not ſome 
traditional Hints of a Watling ſtreet different 
from that of Danſtable ? Some, it appears, ha ve 
been diſſatisſied with the common Opinion. 
Nearer Camaen's Time was nearer the Truth, 
for Truth was in the World before Error. 
For the Name of Ravensboroug h, it's hard to 
ſay whether it was from that of ſome Saxon 
Poſſeſſor, or whether it is corrupted from ſome 
Saxon 'Word. There was one Richard de Ra- 
venſeer, Archdeacon of Lincoln, tempore Edv. III. 
Jam not hardy enough to bring it from Romanſ. 
borough, as Romeing and Roveim are thought to 
come from the Practice of the Romans ſearching 
out all Countries to conquer. If that of Rome- 
ang has an Original any Way relating to Rome, 
it ſeems to be from the Word Romero, a Pilgrim. 
This at firſt was appropriated to thoſe: that 
went to Rome and viſited the Limina Apoſtoloram, 
the Churches of St. Peter and St. Paul; but 


afterwards the common Appellation of others

This Trial by Battel is ſaid to be yet unre- 
pealed in England, being become obſolete; yer 
there is ia the Law-Books an Inftance of the 
Proceſs both in Queen Elizabeth's Time, and 
King Charles I. In a Writ of Right between 
Simon Lowe and Thomas Paramoar in 1571, for a 
Manor in Kent, the whole Court of Common 
Pleas, Dyer Chief Juſtice, and the Serjeants in 
their Habit, fat in Totehil Fields, by Adjourn- 
ment from Weſtminſter.

The other Way of finding out Truth by Or- 
deal, was ſtill a more bold and preſumptuous 
Expectation, I may call it Demand, of a Mira- 
cle: For it was either that or nothing. There 


were two Methods, by Fire and by Water. 


The Ordeal by Fire was for the Noble and 
weli-born, the other for mean People. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Somner's Account of this Word Oraeal, 
it ſignifies an upright, juſt, and indifferent 
Judgment. In the fiery; the Perſon, whether 
Man or Woman, accuſed, carried a red-hot 
Iron in his Hand the Length of nine of his 
own Feet; his Hand was afterwards bound up 
and ſealed up for three Days, and if then it 
was ſound, he was innocent, if fore and ulce- 
rated he was guilty. It the Iron was of one 
Pound Weight it was but ſingle Ordeal, if of 
three Pounds it is called Treble. 

Or he was to walk baretoot and blindfold 
over certain red-hot Ploughſhares, laid at un- 
equal Diſtance : If he was burned he was 
guilty of the Crime laid to his Charge, it he 
eſcaped he was innocent. Our Hiſtorians tell 
us that Emma, Mother of the Confeſſor, was 
thus purged by Fire Ordeal, in Preſence- of the 
King her Son, and many of the Peers of the 
Land. She was accuſed of Incontinency with 
Alwyne Biſhop of Wincheſter, and alſo of conſent- 
ing to the Death of her Son Alfred. Robert Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury was her principal Accuſer.

The Fire and the Water were both exorciſed, 
and every Thing done by the Prieſt with as 
much Solemaity, as if it had been a Part of the 
Levitical Inſtitution performed by Aaron or his 
Sons by expreſs Command.

The Water Ordeal was either by putting the 
Arm into a Cauldron of ſcalding Water, up to 
the Elbow, or the Wriſt, from whence it would 
be withdrawn without Injury it the Perſon was 
innocent: Or he muſt be thrown into a Pond, 
where if he ſwam he was guilty, and if he 
ſunk innocent. This latter obtains ſtill in ma- 
ny Places with us in Caſe of Witchcraft. And 
ſo firmly do thoſe, who believe every thing

SHOT 
To be burned it ſeems ſhews Guilt ; to be 
drowned Innocence. The Miracle in one Ex- 
periment is to have an Event againſt the com- 
mon Courſe of Nature, as bearing ſcalding Wa- 
ter without ſhriv'ling of the Skin. In the other, 
the Miracle leaves the Innocent to the Courſe 
of Nature: For a human Body being ſpecifi- 
cally hea vier than Water, will naturally go to 
the Bottom if the Perſon lies ſtill, whereas a 
little Paddling keeps it often up for ſome Time, 
long enough to determine the poor Creature a 
Witch; for tho' they go in with full Reſolution 
to prove their Innocence by ſinking, yet recur- 
ring Nature will help itſelf in the Fright, and 
perhaps through Jealouſy that the Managers 
will leaye them at the Bottom, from the Pre- 
judice they have before imbibed ; ſo that Cul- 
prit has Reaſon enough to ſuſpect herſelf under 
Hudibras his Dilemma, to be hanged if ſhe does 
not drown. I ſhrewdly ſuſpe& that we have 
been deceived by Writers in this Water Ordeal, 
and that Swimming being contrary to Nature, 
was by Miracle to prove Innocence ; otherwiſe 
it does not anſwer to the other of Fire, where 
the Guilty is left to the Courſe of Nature, and 
the Innocent miraculouſly protected. 
The Notes upon Rapin Thoyras correct the 
Text for ſaying Swimming not Sinking proved 
Innocence. If the Thing is no more perfectly 
delivered down to us, and will bear a Diſpute, 
one would believe the Author right; eſpecially 
ſince the Commentator builds but upon the 
modern Practice of ducking Witches, into 
which this Error may have crep t. 
This Water Ordeal, as ridiculous as it is, was 
inſtituted, Marcalph reports, inſtead of Swear- 
ing, by Pope Eugenius II. Anno 824. at the Re- 
queſt of Ladovicus Pius. He commanded. all 
Biſhops, Earls, Abbots, and all Chriſtian Peo- 
ple within his Government, to defend the In- 
nocent and prove the Guilty by it, leſt being 
perjured upon the Reliques of the Saints, they 
ſhould deſtroy their Souls. 742.4 
Swearing ſurely muſt have been very imper- 
tinently or very prophanely uſed, when this 
Remedy was preferable to'it. It was a Practice 
of the German Nation, frequently mentioned in 
their Laws, to clear themſelves from Crimes or 
Debts by Oath ; and ſometimes to ſwear them- 
ſelves into Eſtates, where the original: Convey- 
ance was loſt. They were to have a Number 
of Swearers joining with them, called Sacramen- 
tales or Conjuratores. Theſe were to be more 
or fewer, according to the Degree of the Crime 
or Matter objected, one, three, ſix, or twelve. 
They laid their Hands upon the Box of Reliques, 
and the Criminal his Hand upon all theirs, and 
he pronounces the Words alone, That God may 
fo help him, and the Holy Reliques, as he is not 
guilty of what is laid to his Charge. We have 
ſomething of this remaining amongſt us in the 
Uſe of Compurgators. | 2 Keel 
There was very probably great Corruption 
in this Way of deciding Guilt- or Innocence by 
the Oath of the Perſon : And the making Oaths 
ſo common, made them leſs regarded.

This Pariſh about 13 Years fince produced 
what was new to the Country, a Witch tried 
at Hertford Aſſizes; her Name was Jane Men- 
ham; her Accuſation, that ſhe had been guilty 
of ill Practices, inflicting Diſeaſes upon two 
young Women of the Place, cauſing in them 
Torture and Spaſms; that ſhe made one of 
them leap over a five-barr'd Gate, and run 
about the Fields, juſt after a Diſlocation of the 


Patella; that ſhe appeared to them both, and 


pinched and bruifed 'them in ſeveral Places ro 


ſuch a Degree, that except they were, held 
down, they ſtruggled and bruiſed themſelves 
againſt the Wall 'and the Bed-poſts;' that a 
Neighbour's Boy who had refuſed her ſome 
Straw, was forced to run a Mile with a hand- 
ful of Straw in his Hand; that there was a 
perpetual Appearance,and Noiſe of Cats about 
the Houſe where one of theſe Maids dwelt, 


one of which was killed, but the Noiſe 'never 


the leſs afterwards: And to confirm the reſt, 
credible Witneſſes were produced, before whom 

Jaxe had confeſſed herſelf a Witch. _ 
There were many more circumſtantial Proofs 
inſiſted on to make up the accumulative Crime, 
ſuch as crooked Pins, and inchanted Feathers. 
The Woman, as ſhe made free with her Neck 
in her Confeſſion, it ſeems reſerved to herſelf 
the Liberty of denying herſelf to be a Witch 
upon her Trial, and afterwards.” And that 
main Part of the Evidence ſinking, Mr. Juſtice 
Powell, who tried her, was by no means of Opi- 
nion the Miſchief could be fixed upon Jane, 
tho? it could have been demonſtrated it was the 
Effect of Witchcraft; for it had been impoſſi- 
ble to fix præternatural Appearances upon one 
Perſon's acting or another's, without her own 
acknowledging the Guilt. One of the Maids, 
as ſhe was delivering her Evidence in Court, 
where the Priſoner alto ſtood, fell into her uſual. 
Convulſions ; ſuch as were moſt like to Epileptic 
or Hyſteric AﬀeRions, but without the moſt 
notable Symptoms of either. Upon uling the 
Lord's Prayer, the Symptoms abated, and be- 
fore it was ended, the poſſeſſed Perſon reco- 
D d d vered 
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towards the End, 2 | 

The Jury found her guilty, but the Judge re- 
prieved her. She had many Reprieves, and is 
now, or was lately, living ppon an Allowance 
of the Pariſh at ſome Miles Diſtance. 

Without preſuming to determine whether, 


and how far evil Spirits have Correſpondence 


with Mankind; how far they have Power to 
make Leagues with them, and delegate that 
Power to the Diſturbance and Torture of the 


' reſt of the World, thus much I hope may be 


ſaid without Offence”: That the Phænomena 
before us may be accounted for another Way : 
By indifferent Perſonsgho were only Standers- 
by theſe Things were Obſerved ; that the Wo- 
man was a ſilly lying Woman; that ſhe had 
provoked one of the Pariſh, by buying Corn 
ſtolen from him byWne of his Relations, or 
had been Factor to ſell it; that one of the 
oung Women, (the ſame that fell into her Fits 
in the Court) when ſhe was in her Agitations, 
had a Pulſe as good and regular as at other 
Times; that when ſhe leaped over the Gate 
ſhe laid her Hand upon it, which makes it leſs 
extraordinary, than if ſhe had thrown herſelf 
over without that Help; that Feathers, as the 
Judge obſerved, will, for want of ſtirring, be 
caked and matted into odd kinds of Figures. 
On the other Side, the Evidence were Peo- 
ple of Veracity, never a one of which 1s 
thought to have atteſted more than they ſaw : 
And that ſhe confeſſed herſelf a Witch is con- 
firmed, by her owning after her Trial, to Wit- 
neſſes ready yet to atteſt it, that ſhe had made 
ſuch a Confeſſion; but then ſhe ſaid ſhe was 
frighted, and did not know what to ſay that 
would beſt defend her. GX | | 
It would have given more Light into the 
Matter than any Thing yet has done, if they 


to whom ſhe made her Confeſſion, had en- 


quired particularly by what Method and So- 
lemaity ſhe became a Witch ; whether the De- 
vil appeared in human Shape, and whar rhe 
Form of ſigning and confirming the League. 
Nor do I find, after all the Experience of the 
laſt Age, any tolerable Account of the Prelimi- 
naries, or the Treaties, or Contracts of this 
Kind, tho? there were enow of the Accuſed 
that owned themſelves guilty of a Correſpon- 
dence with the Devil; ſome for Fear of Duck. 
ing, and others from Apprehenſion of the 
Power evil Spirits might have over them, hav- 
ing given Way to malicious and revengeful 
Wiſhes, agaiaſt ſuch as had affronted or de- 
ſpiſed them. Then the, Pleaſurg of ſeeing ill 
Luck befal their Enemies, which they were 
conſcious, they had wiſhed for, might in weak 


Minds improve into a Perſuaſion, that the 


Devil had given them a Lift, and ſome of the 
Miſchief was owing to the wicked Suggeſtions 
of their own Heart. 1 
It is reported of Mr. Juſtice Powel, that ano- 
ther Woman was once brought before him, 
againſt whom a Man gave Evidence of Witch- 
craft, and amongſt the reſt that ſhe could fly. 
The Judge asked her what ſhe had to ſay 
for herſelf, and whether ſhe could fly. She 


. anſwered ſhe could fly. Upon which he told 
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her, So ſhe might if ſhe would, he knew of 86

he two moſt notorious Proſecutions of this 


Kind that I have heard of, are thoſe of Hunts 


+ rn and Lancaſbire. The firſt was at 
ar bois. A Man, his Wife, and Daughter 
were hanged for torturing the Children of a 
Gentleman in the Pariſh.. The Hiſtory of it 
is kept in Queen's College Library in Cambridge; 
and one of their Fellows preaches yearly at 
Huntingdon upon that Occaſion, . The Children 
being ſick, their Urine was ſent, to Maſter 
Doctor Dorrington at Cambridge, who ſcat a Me- 
dicine againſt Worms; that prevailing nothing, 
the Doctor, upon ſecond Thoughts, pronounced 
the Symptoms were from Witchcraft. It was 
not long before a proper Family was ſuſpeQed. 
The Woman and her Daughter were frequent- 
ly ſent for, and kept with the Children; and 
the Diſeaſe remitted upon the Sight of them; 
but chiefly upon a Confeſſion and a Sort of Pe- 
tition added to it. To this Effect was the 
Girl's: As I am a Witch, and a greater Witch than 
my Mother, ſo I deſire (or command, the Word I 
am not ſure of) that the Pains ſhall go off from this 
Child. Theſe Confefſhons were the chief Point 
of Evidence againſt the Priſoners, which- they 
had been prevailed upon to repeat by the 
Standers-by, who had obſerved the Children 
relieved upon it. 5 | | 
That of Lancaſhire is as extraordinary, The 
printed Relation given us by an Officer of the 
Court, in the Introduction makes a Compli- 
ment to his Majeſty ; That theſe Proceedings 
had fulfilled his Majeſty's Prophecy, in his 
Book of Demonology, in which he had foretold, 
that the Devil's Power ſhould be manifeſted 
after this Manner. | 
And that the Country ſhould prefer theſe 
People to be tried it is no Wonder; for the 
Crimes of Witchcraft and Sheepſtealing were 
interwoven. Theſe wretched Creatures made 
a Trade of ftealing Sheep in the Foreſt of Pendle, 
and dreſſing them by Night in a forlorn ruinous 
Place called Malkin Tower, Here they rejoiced 
and revelled like Waltham Blacks; and ſome of 
their Pranks, by Deluſion or Aggra vation, were 
deemed by the Ignorant or the Injured no better 
than Witchcraft. Every Ague or Rheumatic 
Ach was aſcribed to their Malice; and a Cow 
could not die for want of Meat, but Death took 
his Aim from Malkin Tower. Pe Eve 
It would have been difficult to fix the 
Thievery upon the right Perſon in ſo large a 
Common, and in midnight Work too; nor 


could the eating Mutton unſeaſonably ha ve de- 


ſerved Puniſhment enough to break this Knot 
of raſcally Moroders, till Witchcraft came in. 
Then Hunger and Malice were ſo formidable 
Confederates, it was Time to take them down. 
All that was proved upon them was eating 


Mutton, to which Witchcraft was 'tacked : 


And after all, this was a Craft ſo impotent and 
uſeleſs, that it neither fed nor protected them; 
but you were liable to the Drudgery and Ha- 
zard of common Thieves, and their Power 
extended no farther, in the Opinion of any 
but thoſe who believe every Thing they hear, 
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nothing they ſce. 
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dred, is ſituated upon a ſmall Eminence, 
and with a good Proſpect; hath Wal- 
tern on the North, and the Mundens 
on the Eaſt. On the Weſt the little River Beane 
divides it from the Pariſh of Aſton. The Name 
ſeems to have been taken from that Stream, 
which is uſual with our Anceſtors todo, when 
conveniently rey can. Domeſday has the Name 
Belington. We find Benjoo, as we pronounce it, 
written there alſo Belinghoo. | 
This Place is ſaid to have been a Royal Ha- 
bitation for the Kings of Mercia: Bertulph in 
850 held here a Council. There wants a con- 
current Teſtimony of this; yet, as Sir Henry 
Spelman gives Credit to. it, it is not to be reject- 
ed. That learned Man mentions it upon Ac- 
count of the King's being attended here by the 
Monks of Croylavd, complaining of their Suffer. 
ings by the Danes. This might have been in a 
Progreſs or accidental Viſit here. On the other 
Side theſe Regul; had ſeveral Places of Reſi- 
dence, and this being pretty. near the Frontier 
of the Eaſt Saxons, might at ſome times be 
more convenient than a midland Seat. The 
want of Ruins here muſt not be an ObjeCtion, 
for there are no more Traces of Building at 
Offley than there are here. Here was, accord- 
ing to the Record, a Park of Deer, which was 
not common. Foreſts and Chaſes were better 
for Hunting. 
This might be for ſerving the King's Table, 
Amer de Belington a Saxon held this Manor in 
the Time of the Confeſſor.

Sir Milli- 
am covenanted to ſettle an Eſtate of 300 Marks 
on himſelf for Life without Impeachment of 
Waſte, Remainder to the Earl and Mary: And 
an Eſtate of 200 Marks on. himſelf for Life 
without Impeachment of Waſte, Remainder to 
the Lord Montjoy and Elizabeth; then to the 
Heirs of theſe Daughters, and in Failure to 
his own, Heirs. To theſe Uſes he ſettled in 
Truſt upon Sir Thomas Frowick and Robert Tarber- 
ville, the Manors of Baſe, Hoadeſdonbury, Sableſ- 


ford, Mundens Much and Little, and a Place 


called Lalford, (which ſeems to be wrong ſpell- 
ed) with the Advowſon of the Churches of 
the three laſt, and the Manors of Bedwell, Bark. 
amſt ed, Market Overton, Hockley, Wickam- Hall, 
and Benington, with their Appendages. 
Lord Montjoy having only a Daughter Ger- 
trade, leſt Gertrude or Mary ſhould alienate 
any of the Manors, did by Deed in the 21ſt of 
Henry VII. covenant, that in Caſe Gertrade died 
without Iſſue, all the Manors limitted to Lord 
Montjoy and Elizabeth and to her Heirs, after the 
Death of them two, and Sir William without 
Iflue, ſhould go to the Heirs of his Father Sir 
John Say, Remainder to the right Heirs of Sir 
William, except the Manor of Benington, which 
ſhould go to Mary and her Heirs, and for want 
of ſuch to the Uſe directed by Sir William's Will. 
He bore, Per pale Azure and Argent 3 Cheverons. 
In want of Iflue from Mary, her Share was to 


go to Gertrude and her Heirs, and in defect of 


them, to the Heirs of Sir John Say, Kt. except 
Hoddeſdonbury and the two Mundens purchaſed 
by Sir William; theſe, upon the forementioned 
Defects, to the Uſe of Sir William's Will, 

The Earl was killed by a Fall from his Horſe 
at the Baſe in the 31ſt of Henry VIII. He had 
by Mary only a Daughter Azz, married to Sir 
William Parr Lord Parr of Kendal. He levied a 
Fine to the Uſe of himſelf for Life, Remaindec 
to Lady Ann and her Heirs, and then to the 
King in Fee. | 

In the 34th of that Reign, the Children of 


this Lady were baſtardized by Act of Parlia- 


ment. Next Year Sir William was Knight of

the King's Executors. And in the Beginning 
of the next Reign Marquis of Northampton, and 
great Chamberlain of England in the Room of 
the Earl of Warwick, who refigned.

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He married Elizabeth, Daughter of George 
Lord Cobham, in the 5th of King Edward got an 
Act to diſannul his former Marriage, to catity 
and legitimate the Children of this. He joined 
in proclaiming Jane Gray, and oppoſing Queen 
Mary's Forces, tor which he was attainted, and 
received Sentence of Death; but Execution 
was reſpited, and he was the ſame Year reſtor- 
ed in Blood, but not Eſtate. The Queen kept 
Benington, and ſome other of his Eftates, in her 
own Hands: But in the 3d of her Reign grant- 


ed to Ann Viſcounteſs Bourchier and Lady Lo- 


vaine, by Truſtees, Benington, Weſton, Argentine, 
Mundens both, Sabridgeford, Newgate-ſtreet, and 
Say's Park, for 4o Years, if Sir William Parr, late 
Marquis, ſhould ſo long live. And the Heirs 
of the Truſtees aſſigned over the Remainder of 
the Term to Malter Viſcount Hereford, Queen 
Elizabeth, in the 12th of her Reign, granted 
the Reverſion of this Manor, under a Rent of 
441. 45. 24, to Walter Viſcount Hereford in So- 
cage, and ſent him Field Marſhal General 
againſt the Earls of Northumberland and Weſt- 
morland. 

The Lady Ann Bourchier dying, Sir William 
Say's Heirs levied a Fine, in the 12th of the 
Queen, to WalterV iſcount Hereford of this Manor, 
made Earl of Eſſex, becauſe he was deſcended 
from Cecily, Siſter and Heir of Henry Bourchier 
Earl of Eſſex. He fat as Peer upon the Duke 
of Norfolk. He married Lettice, Daughter 
of Sir Francis Rnolles, and had Robert and Walter; 
and Penelope, firſt married to Robert Lord Rich, 
afterwards to Charles Blunt Earl of Devon ; and 
Dorothy, firſt Wife to Sir Thomas Perrot, then to 
Henry Earl of Northumberland. He by Will de- 
viſed Benington to his Wife Lettice for Lite, and 
died the 18th of Elizabeth, as was ſuſpected by 
Poiſon. He was buried at Carmarthen. Lettice 
his Widow married Sir Chriſtopher Blunt, and he 
held Court here. In the 37th of Elizabeth ſhe 
and her Husband, and Robert Earl of Eſſex her 
Son, conveyed this Manor to Thomas Crompton, 


Eſq; and his Heirs. He ſettled it, in Jointure 
upon Mary his Wife, and held Court. Then it 


was poſſeſſed by Richard Earl of Clanrickard and 
Frances his Wife, Daughter and Heir of Sir 


. Francis Walſingham, and Widow of Robert Earl 


of Eſſex, who held Court in their Names. 

In the 1ſt of King James this Manor was con- 
veyed to Sir Charles Ceſar alias Adelmare, who 
ſettled it on Dame Ann his Wife, Daughter of 
Sir Peter Vanlore.

in 1638. He married afterwards Jane, Daugh- 


ter of Sir Robert Barkham, and had fix Sons, 
Julius, Henry, Charles, Edward, Charles, and 
Hagh, and died 1643. 2 his eldeſt died 
juſt after him. Fleury ſucceeded under Age, 
and his Wardſhip was granted to his Mother.

It was in the Time of Leaſing out Livings, 
let out for a great number of Years, 75 J. only 
reſerved to him that performed the 
Cure. The Family of Om were poſſeſſed of 
this Leaſe, and perhaps had the original Grant 
of it, from whence it was ſold to the Earl of 
Salibary, and long ſince expired. This way of 
raiſing Money out of the Church, was ſet afoot 
in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, which gave 
— Offence to ſome of her Biſhops, particu- 
arly Fewel and Whitgift. They ſtrenuouſly op- 
poſed the growing Evil, and ſet before her 
Majeſty the Crime and the Puniſhment of Sa- 
crilege : And a Stop was put to the Praftice ;

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He rebuilt alſo at his own Charge ſeveral Pa- 
riſh Churches within the City of Oxford, and 
without it, which formerly he had deſtroyed. 
The Regiſter of Abingdon affords a long Story 
of his Depredations and his Reſtitution. In 
that he is called Robert d'Oili. He was a great 
Lover of Money, and uſed the-King's Autho- 
rity to oppreſs both Rich and Poor. He took 
away from the Monks of Abingdon, by the 


King's Leave, a Meadow without the Walls of 


Uxford, and appropriated it to the Garriſon of 
the Caſtle. Upon this they laid themſelves 
proſtrate before the Altar of our Lady for ſome 


time, both Night and Day, praying for Puniſh» | 
ment upon Robert, or that he might be induced

Robert' was taken ex-

In it he ſaw a glorious Woman upon a Throne 


in a Royal Palace, ſurrounded by Nobles and 
two Monks of this Houſe, whom he well knew, 
ſtanding by her. They ſoon informed the Lady 
that Rabert was approaching her, and laid his 
Crimes before her. Upon this ſhe appointed a

taken from the Convent: And there he was 


moſt ludicrouſly treated by a parcel of dirty

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Boys, who brought Wiſps of Hay that grew 
in the Meadow, threw it over his Face, N 
upon it, then put Fire under, ſmoak' d him, and 
burn'd his Beard. Upon this he called out to 
our Lady for Pity and Help. His. Wife per- 
ceiving him in an Agony, waked him, and 
hearing his Dream, gave him ſage Counſel, and 
prevailed upon him to. repent' and reſtore, and 
even to be a generous Benefactor at Abingdon, 
and elſewhere. We find no more of this great 
Man at Weſtmill. In general, it appears that 
he left no Iſſue Male, but his Brother Nigel ſuc- 
ceeded him in Oxforaſbire. Nigel left a Son Ro- 
bert, who. delivered up his; Caſtle of Oxford to 
Queen Mazd in the 6th of King Stephen. Ro- 
bert left a Son Henry his Heir, who was Conſta- 
ble and Sheriff of Oxforaſbire 
6th, of Henry II. 15 
There is mention of one William, Son of Theo- 
bald, who. held in Edward Iſt's Time of Maud 
the Wife of Philip Burnell ſome Lands, and two 
Mills in Weſtmill and Branghing. WR 
Juohn le Moine, which perhaps ſigniſies no more 
than the Monk, is ſaid to have given to Gilbert 
the Prior and the Canons of the Holy Trinig, all 
the Capital Meſſuage and Appurtenances, with 
the Homages, Rents, Services, and Cuſtoms of 
all the Tenements ia Weſtmill, with the Tythes 
of the whole Demeſne of Hugh de Marinis here. 
It appears from a confirming Charter of Hen. III. 
that Hugb de Marinis gave to that Houſe fixteen 
Acres and a Rood, and the Service of Stephen le 
Weite and his Heirs, in Weſtmill. And that Ri. 
chard the Son of Robert gave one Virgate and a 
Quarter of Land, with the Appurtenances, in 
Weſtmill, and the Service of his Brother Geoffrey, 
due from half his Father's Eſtate. 
Sir Thomas de Lakenor, about the 13th Cen- 
tury, was Lord of Weſtmil. He had a Son 
Jobn, who ſucceeded him. But the Account 
oes no farther. This Sir Thomas probably was 
uried in the Church, near the South Door, 
under an old Stone, the Inſcription of which is 
defaced, becauſe upon a neighbouring one there 
remains an Inſcription for Nicolas the Son of 
Sir Thomas; and as the Surname is leſt out, it 
muſt refer to ſome one near it. There was a 
Saſſex Family of this Name about the Time of

The Ermine-ſtreet, as I conjecture, paſſeth 
through this Pariſh-oyer. the Stony Hill Field, 
as it leads from Ce/aromagum, Braughing, to Hert- 
ford.

their Plunder. Here, they were well ſeated, to 
have the Roman Road fr Carriage of what 
they could pick up, and to drive the Cattle they 
ſtole. And theſe Tamuls being at that Haven, 
which could never be uſed as ſuch by any but 
the Danes, helps forward the Conjecture, that 
theſe in. Exgland are chiefly Daniſh Work, ſet up 
for Victory and Terror. The other in the Pa- 
rin of Widford might be made by the, ſamg 
Hands, when they had extended themſelves to- 
wards Hadham, and had a Bruſh with the 
Saxons thereabouts. There's another on the 
Hill between Amwell and Hertford, from whence 
the Field is called Barrow Field, a Spot fit for an 
Encampment, being on two. Sides fortified b 
Nature. This Barrow is of a different Figure 
from moſt others we ſee. It is as large at Bot- 
tom as the reſt, but much lower. The Reaſon 
I gueſs to be, that they took the Earth out and 
made a Pit, which they filled with Mens Bo- 
dies; and when the Bodies were conſumed, the 
Tumulus ſunk to half the Height it was of ac 
firſt. In other Places they ſeem to haye caver- 
ed a General, or ſome great Man, becauſe 
where they have been dug down, there has 
appeared upon the plain Surface the Bones only 
of one Man. There hath been alſo a Caſtle in 
Thundriteb Pariſh, upon the Brink of the Hill, 
on that Side the Ware Road which is next to 
Sacomb. This might be built by the Danes for 
a Place of Arms to defend their Fleet. Henry 
of Huntingdon is poſitive that the Danes, who 
were. diſappointed of coming up the Lea with 
their Ships to the Thames, by Alfred's dividing 
the Stream, built a Fort not * rom the Lea: 
Avno vero ſequenti Exercitus qui erat in Luye fecit 
Jaxta idem flumen Caſtrum quoddam viginti millibas 
4 Londonia. Pag. 351. This Point of Hiſtory 
will not be denied, That King A/fred by this 
Stratagem got rid of the Pagans, who leaving 
their Ships behind, went over-Jand to Quat- 
bridge, that is Cambridge in Glouceſterſbire, 
But, where this Caſtram was, we have only 
the Archdeacon of Huntingdon's general De- 
ſcription. Some have a Notion that the Danes 
lay near Porthill, North of Hertford, which from 
thence bears its Name: But there are no Re- 
mains there of any Works; and the Name 
ſeems to be from the military Way paſſing over 


that Hill from Herifard to Wades-mill, the Ro- 
man 7 being in many Countries called the 
Port=Way. r | a 
There are two other Places which would 
have ſerved their Purpoſe. One is Widbury Hill 
in Mare Fort®, hanging over the Water? Bur 
here are no Remains. Ammell Hill hath a Bar- 
row in it, from whence the Field is called Bar- 
row Field; and indeed above the New River 
Head, the Ground ſeems fortified by N 8.

One Remark more may be made upon Beor- 
red's confiſcating the Revenues here, That Stan- 
don was in Mercia, for he'is called King of Mer- 
cia.

Stedt is a Houſe, and perhaps the Lord 
in the Saxon Days had ſuch a Houſe. I ſhould 
rather take it from Stane- ſtreet, whether of Ro- 
man or Saxon ereQing; becauſe it was antiently 
a Borough, and might have a conſiderable 
Trade by the Navigation of the Lea: For if 
"twas navigable for the Danes, it might be ſo 
for the Romans and the Saxons; There might 
be a Vicinal Way erected from the Roman Camp 
of Wallbary in Hallingbury, Eſſex, which perhaps 
was the Alauna of Ravennas, the modern Name 
coming as nigh the Roman as can be wiſhed.

And this 
Manor continued in the Abbey of Waltham till 
the 23d of Henry VIII. but not till the Diſſo- 
lution. This Mr. Newcourt hath diſcovered : 
For it was exchanged with the King for the 
Priory of Blakemere in Eſſex.

Ipfwich. And thus it tell into the King's Hands, 
upon Failure of the Cardinal's Undertaking, 
and Forfeiture of his Eſtate. * 
Philip Paris, Eſq; was the firſt. Subject who 
poſſeſſed it, and that was by Grant of Hen. VIII. 
at the yearly Rent of 4s. 44. He pallcd it to 
Edward Baeſh, Eſq; of whom we have an Ac- 


count upon his Monument. He married Jan,

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Daughter of Sir Ralph Sadleir of Standan, and 
dying Anno 1587, Ralph his eldeſt Son ſucceed- 
ed him. Ralph. married Frances Daughter. of 
Sir Edward Cary, by whom he had Edward and 
two Sons more. Edward inherited, was one of 
the Chamberlains of the Exchequer, and 
Knighted. In the 11th of Charles I. he con- 
veyed this Manor to four Truſtees to the Uſe 
of himſelf and his Heirs, for Want of ſuch to 
Edward Baeſb, Gent. Son and Heir of Edward 
Baeſh of St. Margaret's, Gent. and his Heirs 
Males; in default of which, to Ralph Brother 
of the ſaid Edward and his Heirs Male, and in 
default to the Uſe of the Truſtees, for the Pur- 


| poſes following: They ſhall demiſe the Eſtate 


to the beſt yearly Rents, and therewtth pur- 
chaſe Rectories, or Impropriations, or Vica- 
rages, within the Counties of Hertford, Eſſey, 
Lincoln, or Glouceſter, not at above 15 Yeats 
Purchaſe. If this can't be done 1n theſe Coun- 


ties, they may do it any where in England. 


Theſe Parſonages and Impropriations may again 
become ſeveral Churches preſentable, or their 
Profits ſettled upon the V icarages; the Maſter, 
Fellows, and Scholars of Peter-Houſe, Cambridge, 


to be Patrons. Thoſe that have been Scholars. 


of Stanſted or Barkamſted Free Schools to have 
the Preference in theſe Preferments. 
Sir Edward died without Iſſue 1653. and the 
Eſtate came to Ralph'Baeſb, Eſq; according to 
the Settlement. And if Sir Ralph (for he was 
Knight of the Bath at the Coronation of 
Charles II.) had been dead too, the Times would 
probably have found other Work for the Eſtate 
than Improvement of Livi The Reſtora- 
tion might not have been able to give the 
Church its Due, if the Settlement had been de- 
ſtroyed by the Purchaſer. | 
Sir Ralph was of that firſt-rate Zeal for the 


Cauſe (I may juſtly ſay) of Liberty, when he 


contributed againſt the Pretenders to. it, that 
he made Shipwreck of his Eſtate: And was 
forced to get an Act of Parliament to ſell 3oo J. 

Ann. here. He had, amongſt many others, 
the Mortification when the Game was up, to 


. ſee the Loſers run away with the Stakes. 


Sir Ralph left a Son Edward, who ſucceeded 
him, and was Knighted. He in 1676. fold this 
Manor to Edmond Feild of Marden, Eſq;. The

Lies between the Manor Houſe of Stanfted 
and Hodeſdon, upon the Bank of the Lea. It 
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appears. from Originals in the Exchequer, that 
Henry.

others, to im park the Manor of Rye, called alſo 


the Iſle of Rye, to erect a Caſtle wü Batele- 
ments and Loopholes; to have free Warre 

there, and in the Vills of Stanſted, Amme 

Hodeſdon, Mare, and Mideford. This Place per- 
ha ps retained the antient Name of Iſle ever 
ſince the Time of the Daves, when the Mea- 
dows on both Sides it were covered with-Water. 
There is yet a Part of the old Building ſtaad- 
ing; at leaſt ſomething: built in the old Form 
When the firſt decayed. The granting Free- 
warren in the other Pariſhes, where the Free- 


warren belonged to its proper Lords, is the 


moſt extraordinary. It ſeems as if this Caſtle 


was built to awe that Neighbourhood; and 


that the Lords of theſe Vills juſt mentioned, 
were diſaffected to the preſent Poſſeſſor of the 
Crown : And therefore that the King's Autho- 
rity was exerted to invade their Priviieges, and 
make them wiſer. If we look at Ware, we 
find in that Reign the Eſtate of the ſtout Earl 
of Warwick the moſt conſiderable of all the 
Torkiſts. The Lord of Hodeſdon was in the 
Reign of the firſt Edwards a Favourite of that 
Houſe, and his Deſcendants probably carried 
about them the Tokens of Diſaffection.

But Majeſty is not always at the 
Mercy of the Wicked. A ſeaſonable Diſco-

Baldiyn the Son of Giſſebert, accord- 
ing to the Monaſticon, gave the Church of Eaſt- 
wick, with all its Appurtenances, to the Priory 
of Brunne in Lincolnſhire, of which he had been 
Founder, From the ſame Authority we, ha ve 
it, that Abbot Geoffrey, the 16th Abbot of St. 
Alban's, who founded the Hoſpital of St. Jalian 
near his own Convent for Lepers, by Conſent 
of the Monaſtery, gave two Parts of the Tythe 
Corn of one Hide of Land; which Robert the

Gilſton being poſſeſſed by Geoffrey de Magnaville, 
who was Lord of Sabridgworth, affords a ſtrong 
Preſumption it was taken from thence. 
The Name is differently written. In Geoffrey 
de Magnaville's Endowment of Walden, tis called 
Eccleſia de Gedeleſtund ; in Henry 1Id's Charter 
tis Godeſeſton. Whence this may be derived 
tis the more difficult to determine, becauſe we 
are at no Certainty which is the true — of 
writing it. The Name being given to it lince 
the Norman Times, we need not look for a Saxon 
Etymology ; for as Geoffrey de Magnaville brought 
the Land from Waſte to Tillage, built the 
Church, and ſettled the Tythes on his Mona- 
ſtery of Walden, he might call it God"s-Town, as 
given to God, by being given to a Religious 
Houſe. And Godeſeſton, as in Henry IId's Char- 
ter, confirming the Grant, comes very near it. 
And farther, if we look into the Record relat- 
ing to Sapſworth, amongſt the Poſſeſſors of Lands 
under Algar Stalri, we find one under the Pro- 
tection of Alwin de Godtone had a Virgate which 
he might ſell or give away.

N London Dioceſe, and Braughing 
Hundred, hath Mach Hadham on 
the North, Stanſted on the South, 
il and Ware on the Weſt. It ſtands 

upon the little River Aſb, and is 
doubtleſs named from ſome Ford upon that 
Stream. The principal Ford is at Blakes Ware, 
Wide with the Saxons ſignified Holy. This Ma- 
nor belonged at the Conqueſt to the Biſhop of 


London. It is ſometimes called Wideford juxta 
Mare, by way of Diſtinction from Widefors 


juxta Chelmsford. F | 
'Tis probable this was called the Sacred Ford, 
or the Ford of the Sacred River, becauſe the 
Stream came through the Demeſnes of the Bi- 
ſhop of London, almoſt its whole Courſe. Of 
this more is to be ſeen in Hadham, and in Ware 
in the Manor of Grambalds: For the Hill on 
which Grumbalds ſtands is called Widbary, and 
hanging over the ſame River, hath doubtleſs 
its Name from thence, as well as the neigh- 
bouring Vill. The River to this Day retains 
the Name of 4, by which it is called at its 
Rife. And this of Wide is but according to 
Cuſtom, calling a Stream by the Name of the 
Place it runs through, eſpecially if that Place 
have been once conſiderable, as the Rib at the 
Borough of Standon is known only by the Name 
of the Standon River. And perhaps this Name 
of Wide came up by way of Diſtinction, be- 
cauſe Aſch was no more than a general Celtic 
Word for Water; and then it was not expreſ- 
ſive enough of the Place they ſpoke olf. 
This Manor, according to Domeſday, ſeems 
to have continued but a little Time in the Bi- 
ſhops of London. In the Confeſſor's Time, E- 
dred, a Thane of that King, held the greateſt 
Part of it, and might ſell it.

The Manor of Princes Woop 


Conſiſts at preſent bur of a few Sores of 
Wood, adjoining to Belchangre Wood. There 
is a Part of Princes Wood in the Pariſh and 
Manor of Belchangre.

This Earl Thomas married Maud, Daugh- 
ter of Ralph de Uford, and had two Sons, Robert 
and Aubrey. R being a Minor, bis Ward- 
ſhip and Marriage was granted to Ingelram Earl 
of Bedford, whole Daughter Philippa he married. 
For his ſecond Wife he had J/abe/la, Kinſwoman 
to the King, and was made Duke of Ireland; 
but being giddy with his Greatneſs, he grew 
inſolent, and turned # J/abells for another of 
mean Extraction, brought by the Queen from 
Bohemia. This incenſed the Nobility, who pre- 
vailed with the King to call a Parliament, in 
which he was charged with High Treaſon by 
the Duke of Glouceſter, (the King's Uncle) and 
others.

This Parſonage was given to the N of St. 
Laurence in Blakemore in Eſſex by Jordan de Sand- 
ford their Founder. This Jordan ſeems to have 
been Father, at leaſt Predeceſſor of John de 
Sandford, whom we find Lord here in the 12th 
of King John, and by Inheritance Chamberlain 
to the Queen, for he lived in the Time of Wil- 
liam de St. Maria, who appropriated the Parſo- 
nage to that Convent, and endowed the V ica- 
rage. The Vicar was to have the Oblations 
and ſmall Tythes of the Pariſh, and even of 


the Glebe, except the Tythe of the Food of 


the Cattle of the Houſe belonging to the Mo- 
naſtery, which had it ſeems been reſerved, by 
the Pope's Authority. The Convent of Blake- 
more were poſſeſſed of the Rectory and Patrons 
of the Vicarage till Cardinal Woolſey's Time. 
He procured ve from the Pope and the 
King to ſuppreſs that Priory, in order to found 
his Colleges with. But the Præmunire he in- 
curred brought this and the reſt into the King's 
Hands, who granted it to Waltham Abbey in 
Exchange, as Mr. Newcowrt hath diſcovered, for 


the Manor of Stanſted, which he took to his own 


Uſe, and afterwards diſpoſed of it. Both Re- 
Qtory and Advowſon coming to King Henry 
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upon the Diſſolution, he granted them to Tho-

T1 dred, lies upon the Ermine-ſtreet, South 
of Great Hormede, with which it was 
upon the Conqueſt eſteemed one Vill, 
as is to be ſeen there. fo Domeſday two diſtinct 
Manors are mentioned, which were after ſome 
Time united, both falling to the Crown. Other 
Manors there are now, derived from the antient. 
The firſt is, the Land of Earl Eaſtace, which 
from the yearly Value of 100 Shillings in the 
Confeſſor's Time, was fallen to 3 Pounds. He 
was Earl of Bologn, and attended Duke William 
in his Expedition. He had one Daughter and 
Heir, married to Stephen, third Son of Stephen 
Earl of Blois by Adela the Conqueror's Daugh- 
ter. King Henry his Uncle made him Earl of 
Mortaigne in Normandy, Upon his Uncle's Death 
he came over and ſeized the Crown, which of 
Right belonged to Mana, his Uncle's Daughter. 
He had a Son Eaſtace Earl of Blogs, who mar- 
ried Conſtance Daughter of Louis VII. King of 
Fance. Dying without Iſſue, this Manor came 
to William Earl of Morteigne, the next Brother. 
He died alſo without Iſſue, and this Eſtate re- 
verted to the Crown. . 

The other Manor, in the Record eſteemed 
at five Shillings, was granted to Ralph Bang iiard. 
This deſcended to Geoffrey Son of Ralph, and to 
William Son of Geoffrey. This William was at- 
tainted and executed for a Conſpiracy with the 
Earl of Maine againſt Henry J. 

Both theſe Manors thus in the Crown, paſſed 
afterwards as one, and were poſſeſſed by Dioniſe 
de Monte Caviſo, as Anſty and others were, of 
which ſhe had Livery in the Time of Edu. I. 
as appears from the Rolls of the Exchequer. 
Adomare de Valentia was found to be her next 
Heir, in the Reign of Edward IT. He was Earl 
of Pembroke, and granted this Manor to that 
King, who gave it, with others, to Mary de 
St. Paul, Wife of Adomare, for Life, upon whoſe 
Deceaſe it reverted. 

Edward III. in the 5oth Year of his Reign, 
granted it, with the Manor of Meſdon, io the 
Abbey of St. Mary de Graces at London, a Mo- 
naſtery of his own Foundation. They enjoy ed 
it, with the Advowſon, till the Suppreſſion. 
King Henry gave it to Sir Thomas Audley and his 
Heirs. He was Speaker of that Houſe of Com- 
mons which diſſolved the Monaſteries, Attor- 
ney for the Dutchy of Lancaſter, Lord Keeper, 
and afterwards Lord Chancellor. The King 
gave him the Priory of the Holy Trinity at Lon- 
don, With all the Plate and Lands belonging to 
it, and the Abbey of Walden in Eſſex. He 
created him Lord Aadley of Walden, and made 
him Knight of the Garter. He died at Chriſt- 
church, which was called before the Priory of 
the Holy Trinity, in the 3 og of Henry VIII. 

He turned the Monaſtery into a Houſe for 
himſelf, which was called Audley Inn. Some 
Part ot it yet remains, pleaſantly ſituated, with 
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the River Cam before, and behind a Park, to- 
wards the Town. His Honour was entailed 
upon his Heirs Male, but it went no farther 
than himſelf, for he left only a Daughter Mar- 
garet. She was in Ward to Sir Anthony Denny, 
Knight, a Gentleman of the King's Privy 
Chamber, and after his Death to the Lady Joan 
Denny his Widow. She was married to the 
Lord Henry Dadley, a younger Son of the Duke 
of Northumberland, He was the ſame Year killed 
at the Battel of Sr. Quintin. Then ſhe was 
married to Thomas Duke of Norfolk, and had 
by him ſeveral Children. This Duke was at- 
tainted and executed in the 15th of Elis. It 
has been ſuppoſed that this Duke and the Lady 
Margaret conveyed this Manor to Edward New- 
port of Pelham Furneuſe, with the Advowſon. 
But that it was Thomas their Son is more pro- 
bable : For Thomas preſented to the Rectory 
in 1580. almoſt twenty Years after his Father 
ſuffered ; bur he was not yet reſtored in Blood. 

The Manor, with the Advowſon, was pur- 
chaſed by Edward Newport of Pelham Farneuſe, 
and went together for a conſiderable Time. 
The Manor is ſtill in John Newport, Eſq; whoſe 
Family we have in Pelham. The Advowſon 
hath been ſeparated from it ſome Time. It 
was purchaſed by Bernard Tarnor: Ann his 
Daughter, Relict of Mr. Thomas Crowch of Bun- 
tingford, had the Right, from whom it came 
to their Son Charles, And it is ſince fold to St. 
John's College, Cambridge. 


T he Manor of Tuxxs cum QuinBus ry. 


This laſt hath its Name from the Quin, 
which hath here its Riſe, and flows through 
Braughing till it falls into the Rib. There is a 
Winter Stream from Little Hormead hither, be. 
tween Turks Wood and Darſell, but at no other 
Time except a Flood.

STOXEBURY hath been alſo a Manor, but 
ſunk for want of Tenants. It was probably the 
Reſidence of ſome great Man before and after 
rhe Conqueſt, If we conſider the beautiful 
Situation of it upon a rifing Ground, towards 
the South Eaſt Sun, well wooded and watered, 
the Land all encloſed and entire, intermixed 
with none, berween and at a proper Diſtance 
from both of the great Roads, we may admit 
no Spot in Hormead comparable to it, and in- 


'deed very few in the County: Eſpecially if we 


eſteem 
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eſteem Retirement, as the Owners for ſome 
Generations have done; who paſſed their Years 
toa very advanced Age in a filent Enjoyment 
of - Books -and Manly Converſation. Within 
Doors and withour, nothing was. conſulted. but 
Convenience. Gardening was their chief A- 
muſement. Without much Art or Expence, 
it ſerved the true End, Fallere Vitam ; and was 
a Picture of the Maſter's Simplicity of Mind, 
who aimed at no other Shew than a beneficent 
Temper, and virtuous Example. In the laſt 
Century, Muſick and Painting were Family 
Diverſions here ; in the latter the Houſe affords 
many Proofs. of the Artiſt's Genius. | 

Thomas Bone#t, Eſq; who died in 1719. Fa- 
ther of William the preſent Poſſeſſor, is the laſt 
that was known to any now alive, whoſe Me- 
mory muſt be dear to thoſe that had the Ho- 
nour of his Friendſhip. He bears, Vert, two 
Bars Gemelles between 3 Roſes Argent. 

The Manes of this Gentleman will not be 
offended with mentioning him for the Figure 
he made in private Life. He loved Plutarch 
and Horace enough to think, with them, a Cha- 
racer of Integrity was above that of being 
Great and Roillerous, Epithets that are as wel 
adapted to a deſtructive Wind or a Flood; as 
his Maſter Plutarch had taught him. 

It is poſſible this Houſe received its Name 
from the Roman Lapis Milliaris, at that Diſtance 
from Cæſaromagum Braughing, The Lands reach 
to the Ermine-ſtreet. T here is yet in a Bottom 
between Sronebary and Here-ſtreet in the Road, 
a great Stone, which antiently may have been 
ſet up for the Purpoſe.

The Men of Lietle Hormede 
pleaded Cuſtom, till lately, for Bardeſden bei 
ratable with them. Thoſe of Bordeſden would 
have been rated with Brawyage, aſſerting, they 
had antiently paid there, except at ſeveral times 
when they were under the coercive Power of 
Sir John at Lee. Nicolas Hotot, and the reſt of 
the Hamlet of Bordeſden, were caſt; and He 
Fairman, with the other Inhabitants of Link 
Hormede, had a Verdict for 100 s. Damages.

There is a Ridge of Land in Cottered Field, 
extended from Alzey Wood in the Eaſt towards 
1 which hath a dreary Vale on each Side, 
and bleak enough to denominate the Vill, 
Walchelin Biſhop of Wincheſter, who was ad- 
vanced to that See four Years after the Con- 
queſt, had a Grant of this Manor, as appears 
by the Record, in his own private Right, not 
that of his See. Let it is ſaid in Domeſday to 
lie in the Juriſdiction of the Church of Win- 
cheſter.

made Earl of Chicheſter, Arundel, and Shrewsbaty. 
His Manors are reckoned up; in Herefordſhire 1, 
in Miliſbire 3, in Sarrey 4, in Hampſhire 9, in 
Middleſex 8, in Cambridgeſbire 11, in Gloaceſter- 
Hire 1, in Worceſterſbire 2, in Warwickſbire 11, in 

vradſhire 30, in Suſſex 77. B 
This great Man might be ſtiled a Conqueror 
too, if we conſider the A ppendage of his Lau- 
rels. But *tis ſtrange, amongſt ſuch vaſt Poſ- 
ſeſſions, he ſhould at ſuch Diftance from the 
reſt accept Lands here, valued but at five, and 
antiently but at ten Shillings Rent, as his ori- 
ginal Parcel in this Vill was. We may ſuppoſe, 
that theſe great Dividers ſometimes wanted In- 
formation of the true Worth of what they 
asked; or that they apprehended ſome little 
Things improveable; or that there were leſs

The Relation he had to Duke William, might

and believe, according to others, his Merit was , 


great at Haſtings, and that he was not out of 
the Way in Normazdy, but went back after the 
Conqueſt, and returned with the Court; and 
that his Father Hugh might be alive, and go- 
verned Normandy during the Expedition.

Roger the firſt Earl of Arundel and Shrewsbary, 
by Conſent of his Wife Mabil, was ſhorn a Monk 
in the Abbey of Shrewsbary, where he died in 
1094, and was buried. Whether he had the 
other three Manors here, tis not ſaid, nor how 
they all came afterwards to Walter Eſpee, whe- 
ther he inherited of Earl Roger, or one of the 
other three who had the whole. 


This Walter Eſpee was Lord here in the Reign 


of King Stephen, according to the Hiſtory of the 
Abbey of Rievalis, a Man no leſs conſiderable for 
Letters than Arms. He married a Lady named 
Adeline, who had a Son Walter, who took great 
Delight in running Horſes, and by a Fall from 
one of them was killed near Kirtham in Torkſhire.

This was a Practice frequent amongſt the 
Devout of that Age. Some gave their Eſtates 
to Convents only, and ſome gave them cam Cor- 
poribas, as they expreſs. it; to live and die there: 
Nor did the prime Nobility reckon it below 
them to diſcharge Offices in theſe Houſes. In 
the Abbey of Combe in Warwickſhire, Thomas 
Howard Duke of Norfolk, a little before the 
Diſſolution, was their High Steward, and his 
Fee but five Marks a Year. r 

From the Hiſtory of Rievallu-Abbey above 
mentioned, which is in the Cotton Library, it 
appears, that Walter Eſpee left a Son William; 
but no farther Account is given of this William, 
nor of his Father's Donation to Wardon Abbey 
out of this County, that I find, beſides the 
Grange of Odeſeth, and the Grange of Bradfield, 
with Fildonwood. 

In the 14th of Edward III. there was a Pre- 
cept to the Sheriff to diſtrain John de Wengham 
that he might ſhew by what Right he claim 
the Manors of Bradfield and Abſeden: It ap- 
peared he held them only for Life at the Rent 
of 91. 13s. And it was adjudged that he ſhould 
perform the Services to the ſaid William. But 
who this William was that had the Right, tis 
not to be found in any Authorities concerning

John Clerk the elder, of Yardley, is the next Poſ- 
ſeſſor to be found, who fe, wh in Truſt to 


John Thrrel of the Herne in Eſſex, who in the 4th of 
Henry VI. conveyed it to Humphrey Earl of Staf- 
ord, Sir John Fray, and others. Sir Jobs re- 
leaſed it to John Clerk the younger, and Thomas 
Clerk, Clerk. Ir was afterwards conveyed to 
Richard Whaplode, Vicar of Steeple Morden, and 
others, who in the 27th of the ſame Reign 
granted it to John Danſtable and his Wife, Ralph 
Grey, and Henry Wells. Wells ſurvived the reſt, 
and left his Couſin John Fayreware his Heir, who 
conveyed it to Henry Snow and his Heirs. Jahn 
Snow was Son and Heir of Henry, who left only 
two Daughters Coheirs, Elizabeth and Dorothy.

This hath gone of late with the Manor of 
Queenbury, but bath been long in other Hands, 
and, which is ſtrange, ſeems once to have been 
a Church Eſtate, and after held by private 
Perſons, long before the Diſſolution. It's evi- 
dent from the Regiſtry, that the Prior and Con- 
vent of Lewes in Suſſex preſented eight times

To this may be objected, That there is not 


to be found in the Regiſter of Lewes any Dona- | 


tion or Confirmation of an Eftate in Reith; nor 


upon the Diſſolution any Grant or Patent for 


the Manor: Nor does it appear that the Title 
ever did, or could paſs from the Prior to pri- 
vate Hands. We may therefore, with as much 
Pretence, gueſs at a Reaſon why the Prior and 


Convent once had the Advowſon, and after- 


wards had it not. It might be taken from the 


Patron by the Houſe of Tork, and reſtored: by 


that of Lancaſter: Or the Monaſtery might 
have it ſued out of their Hands by Law, hav- 
ing no proper Right to it. Nor doI find in 


this County any Churches belonging to that 


Monaſtery, nor in the neighbouring one, more 


than Whaddon and Caxton. Nor was this made a

e Northern Nations about Scandinavia bad 
different Forms of Sepulture, one' of which was 
called Royſer, or At Royſe, as Olaus Wormias in- 
forms us in pag.

This 
was burning the Body, and covering the Aſhes 
with a large Tumulus or Barrow, which ex- 
prefſeth a Funeral Monument. The Fields 
about Royſon having upon almoſt every Emi- 
nence one of theſe, and particularly ſome ly ing 
by the Ikening ſtreet Eaſt of the Town very 
thick, gives room for a Conjecture, that this 
Place was named from Daziſþ Sepulture. 
Much hath been ſaid: by learned Men upon 
the Original of theſe Monuments. Some would 
have them Celtic, others Roman, others Daniſb. 
In this they ſeem. all to have been right, had 
they not confined chem to be the Work of one 
particular Nation. That in the Bib Times

rrows, which are often met with, but not 
ſo often' as the Round. It's a Queſtion whe- 
ther all theſe long ones were in Imitation of a 
Ship, if they were, Time and Weather may 
have taken off the Extremi ties 

This Method of Sepulture by Tamuli has 
doubtleſs been moſt antient, one Nation re- 
ceiving it from another. The Romans had it 
from the Greeks, as ap from Homer and 
Virgil, and they from the Ag tian Pyramids. 
If from Eg t came to the Eaſtern Nations, and 
ſo to the Weſt, their Philoſophy and Religious 
Rites, tis no Wonder their Method of Sepul⸗ 
ture came too. Tis worth conſidering, that 
the Romans had altered their Faſhion of Burying 
for the other of Burning before. their coming 
hither; and therefore we have leſs Reaſon to 
luſpe& the great Number of Barrows we meet 
with theirs. That they are Daniſb amongſt 
us, theſe two Arguments to me are convincing. .

The Monaſtery, with all its Lands, were 

ranted by King Herm VIII. to Robert Cheſter, 

ſq; Gentleman of his Privy Chamber, in Con- 
ſideration/ of 1761 J. 55. in the 34th of his 
Reign, together with the Privileges of the 
Manor, a Wedneſday's Market, and three Faits, 
upon Aſhwedneſday, Wedneſday in Whitſan Week, 
and St. Thomas Becket. Mr. Cheſter married Ka- 
therine Daughter of Chriſtopher Throckmorton, Eſq; 
and was Knighted by King Edward VL. in the 
laſt Year of his Reign. He was Sheriff of the 
two Counties in the 7th of Elizabeth. His Fa- 
mily is ſeen at Berkway. Edward his Son and 
Heir ſucceeded him, married Katharine Daugh- 


ter and Heir of Sir James Granado, and left Ro- 


bert his Son and Heir. He was Sheriff of Hert- 
Ffordſbire in the 41ſt of Elizabeth, and married 
Ann Daughter of Henry Capel, Eſq; He enter- 
rained King James here in his Yatrney from 
Scotland, and was Knighted 18 in 1603. 
Edward Cheſter, Eſq; ſucceeded him, who mar- 
ried Katharine Daughter of John Stone, Eſq; by 
whom he had John; and after her Death, Azz 
Daughter of Sir Peter W of by 
whom he had Edward. John Cheſter, Eſq; his

' Reaſon of its Name can hardly be aſſigned, at 
this Diſtance, unleſs it be from its Northern 


Situation to the Roman Military Way, by the 
Saxons called Ikening ſtreet, derived, probably, 


from the Latin, Via ad Icianos. The Church 
and Vill ftand North of the Street; ſome of 
the Lands of the Pariſh lie South of it. This 
Street, which led from Dorſerſbire, and 2 
from the Land's End of Devonſhire, and paſſed 
through this County by Tring, Baldoct, and 
Royſton, in its Courſe to the Sea-coaſt of Eſſex, 


was ſo conſiderable a Boundary, as might de- 


nominate a Vill on the Borders of it. 

Norton lies within the Hundred of Broadwater, 
and was accounted a Part of it, at the Time 
of that Sutvey upon which the Record of 
Domeſday was made. But as it belonged to the 
Church of St. Alban, it was afterward taken 
into the Hundred of Caiſboe. The Abbots had 
ſo great Privileges and Exemptions from the 
ordinary Burthens of Subjects, that their Te- 
nants were glad of their Shelter. The ſame 
Practice we find within the Hundred of Caiſboe. 
Some Vills belonging to Great Men of the Hun- 
dred of Dacorum, were taken into Dacorum, as 
Appennages to their Lords Eſtates there, and 
were no longer eſteem'd of Caiſboe Hundred, 
tho? on all Sides ſurrounded by it. 

Norton was purchaſed by Alfric the eleventh 
Abbot, and given to St. Albans, as Mr. New- 
court informs us, from Matthew Paris. From the 
ſame Author we have it, that Geoffrey the 16th 
Abbot, aſſigned 16s yearly, out of Norton and 
 Newnham, for Entertainment of Strangers at 
Chriſtmas, Eaſter, and the Feaſt of St. Alban. 
And farther, that John de Hertford the 23d Ab- 
bot, Laurence the Clerk voluntarily reſigning, 
gave this Church to the Monaſtery, Ad emen- 
dationem Cerviſiæ noſtræ, & ad præbendam hoſpiti- 
bus, dandam ſupra id quod conſuevit Abbas diſtri- 
buere augmentandum. 

Upon the Diſſolution, John Bolles, Eſq; of 
Wallington, purchaſed this Vill of the Crown, 
with the Impropriation, but without the Right 
of preſenting to the Vicarage, which has been 
in Hazlefoot ever ſince * | 

Thomas Son of John Bolles poſſeſſed it after his 
Father. Thea ir deſcended to Thomas Son of 
Thomas; and from him to Lewis Belles, Eſq;. They 
held it at the yearly Rent of 5 J. 105. 64. 
Lewis Bolles ſold it to Mr. Richard Cleaver of 

London. He had a Son and Daughter, Richard

Mr. Thomas Chapman of Stevenage, by Will 
dated 1666. gave to the Poor of Norton yearly, 
Seven Yards of Yard-wideCloth, at 25. per Yard, 
and Ten Dozen of good ſweet wheaten Bread. 


He gave Legacies to other Pariſhes, which are 


to be ſeen upon that of Stevenage. 


In this Pariſh lies a Part of the remarkable 


Spot of Ground call'd W:lbary Hill, thro' the 
Middle of which, the Ikening Way leads; the 
other Part is in Hitchin, where a farther Ac- 
count of it is given. | 
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
